Gideons Take Testament Appeal to Supreme Court 


The biggest news of the month comes from an unexpected source. 
Leaders of the Gideons International have announced from their 
Chicago headquarters that they are going to appeal a recent decision 
of the New Jersey Supreme Court banning distribution of copies of 
the New Testament in public schools in that state. 

During recent years the Gideons have been hindered repeatedly in 
their youth Testament work by local and state restrictions. Heretofore 
the solution has been to “pray and wait.” Even so, almost nine million 
red jacketed New Testaments have been distributed through the public 
schools. But now the decision was for action. 


Raymond R. Lindsey, president of the Gideons International, re- 
vealed the new approach when he announced that his organization 
would join the local Board of Education in Rutherford, N.J., in an 
appeal to the U.S. Supreme Court. 

Lindsey also reported that Jacob Stam, the well-known Paterson, 
N.J., lawyer and an active Gideon, has been retained to prosecute the 
appeal to the U.S. Supreme Court. 

A statement released by Gideon headquarters asserted: “The Gid- 
eons believe that to allow to go unchallenged the contention that the 
Bible is a sectarian book is to permit a blow at the very foundations of 
“our liberty and our institutions as we have known them since the found- 
ing of this country. It is felt that the matter is of such vital importance, 
it should not be left in suspense by the New Jersey decision, which is 
contrary to the weight of authority in other states and contrary in some 
respects to the decisions by the New Jersey Superior Court and the 
New Jersey Supreme Court in the case of Doremus and Klein vs. Board 
of Education of Hawthorne, wherein it was asserted that the Bible is 
not a sectarian book.” 


Jury Scripture Reading Held Prejudicial 


In Washington the U.S. Supreme Court has reviewed the question of 
whether a Florida judge acted properly in a murder trial when he 
permitted a preacher to enter the jury room and lead prayers for 
divine guidance in reaching a just verdict. 

Claude Pepper, former Democratic senator from Florida, who 
appealed the case said that the preacher read the Thirty-seventh Psalm, 
a portion that emphasizes the fate of the wicked. By so doing, he said, 
the circumstances surrounding the trial had deprived his client of 
the due process protection guaranteed by the Fourteenth Amendment 
to the Constitution. Decision: The act was held to be prejudicial.

e ALBERT ORSBORN, international leader of the Salva- 
tion Army, has announced that he will retire on June 30. 
(When the General was elected in May, 1946, he called on 
the Salvation Army to emphasize evangelism. “We are the 
bulldozers of evangelism, and it is our purpose to live up 
to our heritage of being aggressive, vigorous, militant evan- 
gelists, playing a part in the revival of Christianity.”) 


e P. W. PHILPOTT, eighty-eight years old on January 10, 
celebrated his seventieth year of ministry and was hon- 
ored in a special service by the Avenue Road Church of 
the Christian and Missionary Alliance in Toronto, Ont., 
Canada. Preaching since he was eighteen, Dr. Philpott has 
had a long ministry which has been blessed of God. 


e WILLIAM K. HARRISON, US. lieutenant general, chief 
of staff of the Far East Command and the UN Command. 
has been elected by the Officers Christian Union Council, 
US, to the office of president of the Union and has accepted 
that added responsibility. (OCUC is a world-wide union of 
groups of Christian officers in the armed forces of the 
world. The US group has been operating for ten years.) 


e J. EDWIN ORR, recently closed a year of evangelistic 
campaigns in South Africa. In addition to scheduled 
services, Orr spoke in many large universities and high 
schools, where several thousand students made _ public 
professions of faith in Christ. Orr is now in India for a 
continent-wide camnaign. 


e PHIL KERR has begun his tenth year of “Monday 
Musicals” in Pasadena, Calif., which usually attract an 
average of 2000 persons each week and have drawn national 
attention in previous years. During the musicals, there is 
no preaching, but a positive Christian witness is accented. 


e S. A. WITMER, president of Fort Wayne Bible College, 
Fort Wayne, Ind., has designated the entire school year

of 1954-55 as Jubilee Year in celebration of the institution’s 
founding in 1904. 


e JOHN S. WIMBISH, pastor of Calvary Baptist Church, 
New York City, is due home early this month after a 
40,000-mile journey to the mission fields of the world. He 
was accompanied by Bob Pierce, missionary to the Orient. 
During the trip Dr. Wimbish interviewed political and reli- 
gious leaders of many countries, the interviews being tape- 
recorded for later broadcasting on radio stations WMGM 
and HCJB. 


e JOHN FERGUSON, founder and director of a mission- 
ary literature effort which has since Pearl Harbor sent 
gospel literature in 60 languages to more than 100 coun- 
tries of the world, plans to issue gospel tracts in one or 
more new languages each month during the balance of 
this year. 


e SALEM KIRBAN, young advertising executive in Phila- 
delphia, has been featured in secular publications (Printers 
Ink and Grit) as “Advertising Man for God.” He has writ- 
ten two pamphlets—“Advertising an Untouched Diamond 
in the Christian Field” and “What’s Wrong With Christian 
Laymen?’’—which are being widely circulated in evangelical 
circles. 


e S. A. FULTON, Milwaukee, Wis., businessman, for more 
than fifty years a Gideon, died in his home city, January 
2, following surgery. A past president of Gideon Inter- 
national, Mr. Fultgn was president of an automotive equip- 
ment manufacturing concern in West Allis, Wis. 


e DR. PAUL S. REES, president of the National Associa- 
tion of Evangelicals, has announced that the organization’s 
sixty-man board of directors has named George L. Ford, 
Free Methodist minister and NAE’s Southwest regional 
director, now of Los Angeles, Calif., to the post of director 
of finance and promotion for the association. 











worth of new construction was started by religious groups 
during the year. This was an increase of $75,000,000 over the 
$399,000,000 spent in 1952. Parochial schools and private col- 
leges also broke records for construction during the year. 
Total value of new buildings and additions erected was $425,- 
000,000, compared with $351,000,000 in 1952. 


Aircraft Fectory Gets Employee Chapei 


The cornerstone of a chapel in the heart of one of San Diego’s 
busiest industrial plants was recently laid in a ceremony held 
at the Solar Aircraft Co. factory. Known as All Faith Chapel, 
it was built by employees of the factory on their own time. 
The site, plans and materials were provided by the company. 


Edmund T. Price, Solar’s president, who proposed the idea, 
said at the ceremony that he hoped the chapel would serve 
as “a refuge of quiet in our busy, noisy lives.” The chapel, 
which will seat about 100, is a Mediterranean-style building 
designed by Donald Campbell, La Jolla architect. Top company 
executives joined with employees of all job classifications in 
working on the structure each Saturday during the past year. 
(Solar, which has another plant at Des Moines, Iowa, employs 
about 6,000 persons in the two factories.) 
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Four Capital Children Win Bibles 

The American Bible Society awarded Bibles to four children 
in the nation’s capital who had memorized at least 100 verses 
of Scripture. The Bibles were presented by Howard M. Stack- 
house, executive secretary of the Washington City Bible So- 
ciety, an affiliate of the American Bible Society, in the evening 
service at the Central Union Mission, where the children are 
trained as part of the program for its Children’s Emergency 
Home. 

Each Saturday more than 100 boys and girls gather in the 
mission chapel for “Capital Children for Christ,” an hour’s 
program for children as the mission’s part in the solving of 
the much publicized youth delinquency problem in the capital. 
Two score children live in the home; 500 are given Christmas 
bags of clothing and toys; 300 are taken to the mission’s Camp 
Bennett each summer. Mrs. Herbert Eberhardt, wife of the 
superintendent, is director of the children’s activities. 


Pentecostais to Sponsor Huge S.S. Rally 

A comparatively small Pentecostal denomination, the Assem- 
blies of God will conduct “the world’s largest Sunday School 
convention” in St. Louis, Mo., March 30-April 2. The biennial 
gathering breaks a twelve-year tradition to leave the head- 
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quarters city of Springfield, Mo. The decision was made be- 
cause the southern Missouri town does not have facilities to 
accommodate convention crowds, which are expected to ex- 
ceed 11,000. 

Theme of the convention will be “Set Your Sunday School 
Afiame!” Leaders of the Assemblies of God are urging their 
lay leaders to accept teaching and administrative positions in 
their Sunday schools. The national Sunday school convention 
will be designed to help them find source materials for per- 
sonal training and to provide specialized group training. 

Morning and evening sessions will feature panel discussions, 
pageants and addresses by successful ministers and Sunday 
school leaders. Throughout the day and evening specialists 
will counsel with delegates in a large exhibit room, which will 
house displays describing teaching methods and other Sunday 
school helps. Church furniture and equipment manufacturers, 
visual aids firms, as well as the convention sponsors, will 
set up more than 100 exhibits. 


Pastor Named "Young Man of the Year" 

In Austin, Minn., a 30-year-old Wesleyan Methodist minister, 
who also has a full-time job in a meat packing plant, has been 
named Austin’s outstanding young man of the year by the 
local Junior Chamber of Commerce. He is Joe Matt, Jr., who 
serves as pastor of the Crane Addition Community Chapel. He 
is Austin area director of the Youth for Christ movement and 
a district leader of the Wesleyan Methodist youth society. 


IFMA Now Represents 5,587 Missionaries 

When the Interdenominational Foreign Mission Association of 
North America, a co-operating fellowship of thirty-four “faith 
missions,” held its thirty-sixth annual meeting in Dallas, Tex., 
it was reported that the association now represents 5,587 Prot- 
estant missionaries of the world. It was also reported that 
member missions have 486 accepted candidates under appoint- 
ment for foreign service. Currently annual gross income of 
16 million dollars is needed for the support of IFMA mission- 
aries, allied projects and institutions. 


$5,000 Prize Goes to Christian Work 

Because a Christian woman in Oshawa, Canada, gave her new 
automatic washer and drier an appropriate name, a new youth 
camp will probably be established by Inter-Varsity Christian 
Fellowship in British Columbia. 

The story: When Mrs. D. Miller Alloway purchased new 
laundry equipment, she was entitled to enter a contest to 
name the new products. The John Inglis Company offered 
$5,000, plus another $500 to the dealer who soid Mrs. Alloway 
the unnamed items. It was the first prize Mrs. Alloway had 
ever won and she expressed surprise. The prize-winning name: 
“I am sorry I can’t say what name was selected .. . that is the 
company’s property to handle as they wish.” 

Mr. Alloway is a member of the Canadian executive com- 
mittee of Inter-Varsity Christian Fellowship. He and his wife 
became acquainted with the work while students at the Uni- 
versity of Toronto. 


Reds Okay All Railway Missions 

East Germany’s Communist government has agreed to permit 
the Evangelical church in Germany (EKID) to resume full 
operation of all its railroad station missions in the Soviet Zone 
of Berlin. Dean Heinrich Gruber, president of the church’s 
railway mission for the Soviet Zone and EKID’s liaison repre- 
sentative with the East German government, made the agree- 
ment for resumption of the agency’s activities in a conference 
with government Officials. 


Why Italians Are Persecuted Explained 

The legal office of the Federal Council of Evangelical Churches 
in Italy has undertaken to explain why Protestants there are 
having so hard a time in securing religious freedom. A long 
list of specific cases of religious intolerance and oppression by 
the government is followed by an explanation which may also 
help to clear up the confusion for American evangelicals. 

The causes cited: 

“(1) The Roman Church under Jesuit leadership insists that 
the regulations set up by the Papal-Mussolini Concordat of 
1929, rather than the constitution of 1948, shall apply in all 
cases. 
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“(2) The Christian Democratic Party, backed by the Roman 
Church, has blocked the establishment of a constitutional 
court which might require the observance of the new consti- 
tution. 

“(3) The Minister of the Interior has exercised arbitrary 
powers toward suppression of religious minorities. 

“(4) Publication of abuses is not made in the dominant 
party’s press, and when Communist newspapers take note of 
them, the Protestants are labeled Communists, thus subject- 
ing the sufferers to charges of hostility toward the United 
States.” 


Japanese Ex-Premier Translates Bible 

Former Premier Tetsu Katayama has completed translating a 
portion of the New Testament into language he believes “can 
be understood easily by all Japanese.” The book comprises 
only 350 pages and consists of excerpts from the Gospels of 
Matthew, Mark, Luke and John and the complete letters of 
Paul. It is aimed primarily at Japanese unfamiliar with Chris- 
tianity. 

Mr. Katayama, a Presbyterian, was assisted in his transla- 
tion task by a group of other Christian laymen. Their version 
is based on the Goodspeed English Bible. (The first Christian 
ever to head the Japanese government, Mr. Katayama was 
premier from May, 1947, to February, 1948. He is now senior 
adviser to the Right-Wing Socialist Party.) 


$15 for an Idea! 

Moody Press, Chicago, under the able directorship of 
Kenneth N. Taylor, has announced a five-year program for 
the publishing of books that meet needs not now being met. 

In an effort to discover what is needed Moody Press is offer- 
ing 35 awards of $15 each to the persons suggesting the 
theme of a new book. 


Oddities in the News 

CO-OPERATION—In Albert Lea, Minn., ministers of three 
local churches within a few blocks of each other posted these 
subjects for Sunday sermons, in this order: 


“Where Is He?” 
“He Is Here.” 
“God Changes His Address.” 


BRIMSTONE—In Boston they say there are three reasons 
why the intersection of Park and Tremont streets is known 
as “Brimstone Corner”: (1) Brimstone was stored in the 
church cellar during the War of 1812 for the making of 
powder. (2) The corner got its name from the “thunder and 
lightning” preaching of early ministers at the church. (3) The 
devil, passing by, dropped into the church and never came out 
—a theory that is the subject of a gay poem, “A Legend of 
Brimstone Corner,” by Boston’s historian, Mark A. DeWolfe 
Howe. 


SCRIPTURAL—A Haifa policeman, well versed in the Bible, 
managed to track down a band of smugglers by applying a 
passage from the prophets. The gang used an ass-drawn 
caravan to cross the border into Israel, and the policeman 
was able to capture some of the asses, but the smugglers got 
away. The officer let the beasts of burden go without food 
for several days and then turned them free. And just as 
predicated in Isaiah (1:3): “The ox knoweth his owner, and 
the ass his master’s crib,” the starving animals led police 
directly to the smugglers’ hide-out.

With the coming of the Andersons, the 

oung crowd near the boulevard soon 
earned that there were ople at 816 
who welcomed boys. The first invitation 
brought sixteen boys and girls who had 
a wonderful time with ping pong, darts, 
and other games. After that first and 
highly successful evening, Dick super- 
vised only boys, ranging from 12 to 18, 
while Harriet Rhoades and Elaine An- 
derson took charge of the girls. 

Teen-agers began to congregate with 
hopeful curiosity around our front door. 
“We have no place to go. We don’t want 
to stay home. There’s nothing to do 
there.” Annoying to find six or more 
boys in our vestibule, smoking and push- 
ing one another around to the accom- 
paniment of rough talk? Yes, yet they 
needed, not scoldings, but the impact of 
divine love. Their hangouts had been 
soda-pop joints, pool halls, and drug 
stores with pinball machines and lurid 
fiction. They belonged to gangs and 
sometimes had gang fights. 

Dick has been steadily winning his 
way with these lads. During the past 
weeks, boys and their buddies have been 
coming by twos and threes to shoot 
baskets in our court and—‘*Would you 
preach to us tonight, Mr. Anderson?” 
one lad asked wistfully. Once when Dick 
got into conversation with two boys 
across the fence, the boys shooting bas- 
kets stopped playing and came near to 
listen. Burdened young hearts have been 
dealt with, and ten or eleven have pro- 
fessed salvation. A few have never re- 
turned. Seven have continued coming 
after such profession. 

The boys are not pressured with Bible 
study and fun runs high. Nevertheless 
a few 17-year-olds come weekly for two 
solid hours of Bible study and fellowship 
with the Andersons. On Saturday nights 
boys from 12 to 14 come for games and 
study. “Wild Bill” who plays the ac- 
cordion is learning gospel choruses so 
that he can play them for his group. 
Each week there is a Jewish class. These 
boys are more serious and attentive than 
the Catholic and other Gentile boys, and 
can best be handled alone. 

One evening during a study of John 3 
a few boys were rebellious and impudent. 
In concluding, Dick prayed that the Lord 
would not give the boys rest until they 
had confessed their sinfulness. Next day 
Bill reported that Joe had not slept 
until 5 a.m. and wished Mr. Anderson 
would not pray that way! 

Bob, now saved, and his brother Lester 
are sons of a drunkard. Bob is now mem- 
orizing Scripture. Dick has talked long 
with the fatner and has prayed with him 
and his family. After the father had 
asked what they were doing at 816, he 
said, “If you want my boys, I will be glad 
for them to come.”

Evangelicals and the Social Gospel 

In the January issue under the caption 
“Theologians Economics” [“Our Moody 
Readers”], one of your correspondents, 
Robert L. Wendt, had this to say in his 
closing sentence: “To the evangelical this 
point must be brought home .. . to our 
shame.” The inference is that the evan- 
gelicals have failed to bring about a 
betterment of social and economic ills, 
because they have not preached the gos- 
pel of social reform, while the liberals 
have concentrated on such reforms with 
success, hence our shame. 

Admitting that the liberals have some 
economic gains to their credit, how many 
born-again ones could they number? If 
we evangelicals concentrated on the so- 
cial message there would be no time for 
any other gospel, even if we were so dis- 
posed. If we admit that the social gospel 
boys are sincere, and no doubt many of 
them are, perhaps a kindly thing to say 
is that they have the cart before the 
horse. 

We evangelicals, at least, should know 
the illusory character of reform. Much 
of it is based on expediency. For the 
social reform in our generation, I would 
not give credit to the “theologians of this 
Christian-humanist group” so much as to 
the power of the labor unions under 
paternalistic administrations. 

If vast numbers could be born again— 
regenerated — s@cial reform would be 
automatic. ... Spiritual regeneration for 
the world is a thing we evangelicals 
should covet. The true evangelical, 
whether in pulpit or pew, if he has 
preached Christ ang Him crucified, might 
even do a little boasting with the great 
apostle and say, “God forbid that I 
should glory, save in the cross of Christ.” 
Preach the Word! Be instant in season 
and out of season.—William L. Dambach, 
Cape May, NJ.

A Cup of Coffee 


“Brother, can you spare a dime?” may soon be altered 
to, “Brother, how about a quarter?” A dime won’t be 
enough they tell us. It is prophesied by some that coffee 
will soon be fifteen cents a cup. How terrible! Call 
out the fire department! Write your senator! The gov- 
ernment should do something about this! There oughta 
be a law! 

How materialistic can we get? How childish can 
adults become? Most of the people of the world have 
never heard of coffee, and we act as if a cup of coffee is 
the most important thing in life. If Christian people 
talked one-half as much about the loveliness of Christ, 
the greatness of our salvation, the brightness of our hope, 
or the condescension of our God as we do about a few 
cents’ rise in price of a cup of coffee, the difference in 
America would startle the world. If we were nearly as 
concerned with being filled with the Spirit as we are 
about having a second cup of coffee, our lives would be- 
come an outshining. 

Basically, we incline to be greatly interested in the 
things that affect our comfort, our ease, and slightly 
interested in the things that have to do with our tes- 
timony, our faithfulness or our eternal life. So coffee 
goes to a dollar a cup, who cares? Our God still offers 
the water of life freely. 


Movies Unlimited 


Movie censorship—which in many ways has apparently 
been as effective as plugging a hole in a dyke with a 
tea strainer—is in more trouble. Noting the success of 
certain films which openly defied movie industry censor- 
ship, certain Hollywood producers have begun to argue 
for a more “adult code” or relaxation of censorship alto- 
gether as not needed. Meanwhile the Supreme Court 
has ruled against the efforts of New York state censor- 
ship to ban certain films on the ground that they are 
“immoral” and tend to “incite to crime.” 

Certainly there is reason to doubt the effectiveness of 
censorship. But the very fact that money-hungry pro- 
ducers find it a restraining influence suggests that the 
little we have should not be discarded. 

At first glance the whole question may seem of but 
little moment for Christians who by and large have al- 
ready turned their backs on Hollywood. A little more 
thought, however, will make it clear that those who do 
not see Hollywood movies still share with non-Christians 
the tragic results of immorality paraded on the nation’s 
movie screens. 

Like it or not, we live in communities which movies 
help to shape. New headlines every week make it all 
too clear that women and children as well as men are 
only as safe as the level of decency and morality in the 
communities where they live. Beyond all this should 
be concern for the floods of further ungodliness and sin 
which will be loosed upon our nation if all restrictions 
are removed. 
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Let us not forget to pray that God will Himself hold 
back the tides of this uncleanness. 


For or Against? 


Are you for or against? Not anything special, but are 
you for or against as a general principle or as a char- 
acteristic attitude? Some people are always for things, 
some others are always against things. It takes both 
kinds apparently to make a world and there are un- 
mistakably both kinds in the church. 

In the life of the Lord Jesus Christ it is evident that 
He was against sin, but He was against it by virtue of 
the fact that He was for holiness—“thou hast loved 
righteousness, and hated iniquity.” It would be an en- 
couragement to see Christian men and women today who 
were against Communism and every other evil thing just 
because they were so much for Christ. 


What's in Your Bible? 


Some time ago Pan American World Airways an- 
nounced its intention of sending Correspondent Roland 
Hall Sharp around the world, not to report on interna- 
tional affairs, or economics, or racial tensions, but— 
surprisingly—on the impact of the Bible among various 
countries and groups. The first of Dr. Sharp’s special 
articles appeared early this year in The Christian Science 
Monitor. Others are scheduled to follow throughout the 
coming weeks. 

Although we cannot endorse what seems to be Dr. 
Sharp’s own view of the Bible, or, of course, the doctrinal 
view of The Christian Science Monitor, those of his 
articles which we have so far seen make interesting 
reading. Especially do they document the truth that the 
Bible is accepted and even honored by many who have 
never grasped its central message. 

The greatness of the Bible as literature is, of course, 
overwhelmingly conceded. Many in addition turn to it 
for inspiration, courage and comfort. Peoples where 
freedom lives precariously look to the Scriptures as the 
foundation for their convictions. Humanitarians cite its 
teachings. Authoritarian faiths which have largely re- 
placed the Bible by their own dogmas still look to 
Scripture as the foundation of their doctrine. Unques- 
tionably the Bible exerts a mighty impact on the morals 
and thinking of the world. 

What Dr. Sharp is finding in his travels is not greatly 
different from what most Moopy Monruty readers would 
find within a five-mile radius of their own homes. Most 
of those we know would no doubt concede that the Bible 
is no ordinary book. Many at some time or other would 
even admit to having been consciously influenced by its 
pages. All too few, however, would show evidence of 
having grasped the Scriptures’ central message that they 
were “written that ye might believe that Jesus is the 
Christ, the Son of God; and that believing ye might have 
life through his name” (John 20:31). 

In one of his articles Dr. Sharp has said that the Bible 
in spite of its influence is the book: 

“Most generally disregarded. 

“Least understood. 

“Most flagrantly disobeyed, even by many who pro- 
claim their fidelity. 

“Most beneficial to men, nations and churches when 
they understand it and practiced its teachings.” 

Well might he have added that it is also a fateful book 
for those who scan its pages without seeing, and read 
without believing. “Search the scriptures,” the Lord 
Jesus Christ told a people that highly valued the Scrip- 
tures in themselves, “for in them ye think ye have eternal 
life: and they are they which testify of me” (John 5:39). 

Wonderful and mighty and deep as the Bible is, its 
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unspeakable blessings are only for those who through 
it come to “behold the Lamb of God, which taketh away 
the sin of the world.” Have you found a Saviour in 
your Bible? 


A New Coat for the Wolf 


What is happening to China’s Christians and the 
Church behind the Bamboo Curtain? Communists ap- 
parently would have us believe not only that all is well, 
but that Christianity has even greater freedom than be- 
fore. Consider for a moment this very rosy picture 
painted in the Communist magazine, China Reconstructs, 
in an article, “Religion Is Free in China.” 

Religious liberty is guaranteed in the Common Programme 
of the People’s Republic of China which is the Magna Charta 
of our Chinese citizens. The preaching of the gospel has never 
been interfered with. There is no censorship of religious liter- 
ature or of any other literature. The Bible is freely circulated 
. . . Today Christians are free to express their honest views 
on all subjects, including the way the government is run. The 
new government, which belongs to the people, has no fear of 
the people or their criticisms. 

The government not only strictly adheres to the principle of 
religious liberty; it is helping every faith to develop in a normal 
and healthy way. For example, since liberation, the Christian 
Reform Movement has fought successfully to achieve the three- 
fold aim of self-government, self-support and self-propagation 
for the Chinese Church. The government has facilitated the 
achievement of these objectives by waiving house and land 
taxes on all church property which is actually being used for 
religious purposes. This has relieved the financial burden of 
the churches and enabled them to support themselves without 
foreign subsidies, which they are now refusing to accept. 
This is the Communist view. Word from other sources 

is less encouraging. True, there is every reason to hope 
and believe that many churches and thousands of indi- 
vidual Christians are standing firm, even growing in 
these days. But such gains in most instances at least 
would seem to be born of adversity, not of tolerance. 

Such reports as filter through the Bamboo Curtain 
indicate that Communists have not changed their attitude 
toward the Christian faith, but only their methods of 
opposing it. Pressure—slow, steady and relentless—has 
largely replaced the open opposition of earlier days. But 
Christians still face accusations, trials and persecution, 
though ostensibly on other grounds than that of their 
loyalty to Christ. 

Among Communism’s newer weapons are such devices 
as (forced) self-accusation by Chinese Christian leaders, 
the use of church property for other “more important” 
purposes, the calling of village meetings just at church 
time. Church leaders are likely to find themselves 
pressed into serving on committees or tribunals, too busy

to give more than brief attention to Christian duties. 
And for those who do not in time conform, there is al- 
ways the trumped up criminal charge supported by the 
testimony of fellow Christians. 

Word of such methods underlines the foolishness of 
thinking for a moment that Communism has found a way 
to live with Christians or that Chinese Christians are 
faring well beneath the hammer and sickle. The wolf 
has donned a new sheepskin, but the creature underneath 
remains unchanged. 


Closed Door Testimony 


For those who can “read between the lines,” there is a 
worth-while story in this editorial from a small New 
England newspaper: 

Once in a while a circumstance develops in work-a-day 
business that fires the imagination and serves as an inspiration. 

Kendrick Dorman sometime ago erected a refreshment estab- 
lishment on New County Road which he called “Dairy Dream,” 
the pioneer of the many now selling this type of refreshment 
in the area. His venture was notable for one unusual innova- 
tion. It closed on Sundays, as Mr. Dorman and those associated 
with him are devout church members. 

The unanimous verdict of the laity was this: “He hasn't 
a show for success—closed on the biggest business day of 
the week when all of his competitors are open. The public will 
never stand for anything like that and young Dorman will 
fail.” 

Time has marched on. Dorman has quietly stood by his moral 
guns and confounded all his detractors. His establishment 
will close for the season Oct. 17, with its volume of business 
far exceeding expectations, best described by the word “ca- 
pacity,” and never a dime on a Sunday. 

There is something heartening in the meeting of a young 
man who has the courage of his convictions in the face of all 
critics and wins through to success. 

Without knowing more about the testimony of the 
young man in question than indicated above, we quote the 
editorial for at least two reasons. First, no doubt among 
Moopy Monruty readers there are some at least who 
face a similar problem—a choice between permitting the 
Lord’s Day to be filled with business as usual, or a step 
of faith involving possible loss of business. To them we 
would say that God is able to meet the situation, and will 
—though not always as in this instance—for all who will 
walk in obedience and faith. If loss of business is involved, 
let it be weighed against the far greater loss of the day 
of rest and spiritual strengthening God has provided. 

Secondly, it is worth noting that a closed door on 
Sunday often bears an eloquent testimony. Where that 
door is closed to permit the owner of a business and his 
employees to observe the Lord’s Day as a day of rest and 
worship, it says more eloquently than mere words that 
there is One in the life of the owner who takes precedence 
over dollars and cents considerations. 

Quite possibly in Kendrick Dorman’s town—and in your 
town—there are other Christians who might have an 
equally striking testimony. Are you among them?

A letter from a Christian serviceman on Okinawa re- 
cently contained a burning sentence which we would like 
to share with every Moopy MonrtHLy reader.

were conscientious and faithful. They 
weren’t to blame for our Sunday school’s 
shortcomings. They just didn’t have a 
chance. 

About the time I finished high school 
a Bible school was established in the 
city. Many of us were attracted to its 
classes one or two nights a week. These 
classes opened up new horizons in the 
Scriptures—discoveries which we had 
failed to make in years of Sunday school. 

Looking back now, I wonder why much 
of what we learned in Bible school could 
not have been taught in the Sunday 
school. We spent only an hour a week 
in the Bible school classes, but these 
were fruitful far beyond anything we got 
on Sundays. This experience, in addition 
to more recent Sunday school work as a 
missionary in Mexico, has challenged my 
thinking. 

No one can deny that the Sunday 
school holds a place of first-rank impor-

tance in the work of the church. Sunday 
schools (with the aid of Bible-centered 
graded courses) are particularly success- 
ful in holding the attention of boys and 
girls, in winning them to Christ, and 
leading them in the first steps of the 
Christian life. But the number of young 
people who leave Sunday school as they 
grow older and the small percentage of 
adult church members who attend Sun- 
day school regularly tell a less encour- 
aging story. 

True, Sunday morning recreation and 
Sunday morning loafing offer tremen- 
dous temptations. But a far more impor- 
tant reason why so many young people 
drop out and so many adults fail to turn 
out on Sunday morning is simply that 
they have no real incentive to go! All 
too often programs are inconsequential, 
teaching is ineffectual, and study ma- 
terials superficial. 

Could it be that we are in a rut in 
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School in Sunday School! 


our thinking concerning Sunday school? 
Perhaps it is time to re-examine the 
whole Sunday school approach. 

First of all, to do the job which has 
been assigned to it, the Sunday school 
needs more time. An hour or hour and 
a quarter, only a part of which goes for 
teaching, is far too little. Suppose we 
were to plan for two hours or two hours 
and a quarter... 

“But,” someone objects, “people won’t 
give that much time to Sunday school!” 

Not on its present basis, perhaps. But 
suppose we make the classes interesting 
and helpful. Won’t people come? I think 
they will! Young people go to school for 
longer than two hours at a stretch, and 
millions will sit in a movie for much 
longer with never a complaint. 

The plan I would propose centers 
around two forty-five minute class peri- 
ods, with an intermediate assembly 
period of fifteen minutes for hymns, 
prayer, announcements and a brief mes- 
sage. To allow time for relaxation, there 
should be ten minutes for change of 
classes. The program might be as fol- 
lows: 

9:00— 9:45 First class period 

9:45— 9:55 Change of classes 

9:55—10:10 Assembly period 

10:10—10:20 Change of classes 
10:20—11:05 Second class period 
11:05—11:15 Move to church sanctuary 
11:15—12:15 Morning worship service 

Occasionally, when there is a special 
visitor, or a special occasion demands, 
the assembly period could be extended by 
shortening the class periods or the time 
between classes. Themes of interest to 
all, such as stewardship, missions or per- 
tinent audio-visual aids, can be presented 
in this way. 


+ Two big differences will be noted at 

once between this plan and that fol- 

lowed by most Sunday schools. First,

I predict that many schools in America in the next few 
years will be anxious to try the school outlined by 
Mr. Tinley. The whole plan coincides with our philosophy, 
that if we are going to have bigger schools, they must be 
better, and if they are better, they will be bigger.

there is no opening exercise or worship 
period. Even the assembly period is not 
intended for worship, but for presenting 
messages of an inspirational or educa- 
tional nature to the older groups in the 
school. The departments for those young- 
er would continue to have worship as an 
important part of their Sunday school 
experience. For the older groups, worship 
ought to center in the service which fol- 
lows the Sunday school. 

The second difference is that there are 
two class periods, each longer than the 
thirty minutes generally given to lesson 
study. In other words, we plan to spend 
three times as long a period in actual 
classroom work. 

“Why so much time?” you ask. Really, 
it is not “so much time.” It is barely 
enough for carrying on a real course of 
study. If being a Christian is a serious 
business, we ought to be serious about 
the preparation needed to be an intelli- 
gent Christian. Surely there are thou- 
sands who would welcome the opportu- 
nity for such real “Christian education.” 

The year would be divided into two 
semesters, corresponding roughly to the 
usual school terms. Inthe summer, a spe- 
cial thirteen-week term might be given to 
supplementary courses. -In the usual 
eighteen-week semester period there will 
be a total of thirteen and a half hours 
available for each course. This takes into 
account special programs during Christ- 
mas and Easter weeks. Each pupil could 
participate in two courses each semester. 
Thus nearly seventy-five hours a year 
would be devoted to actual classroom 
work. 

Such a plan is for those of high school 
age or above, not for younger children. 
Those below high school would continue 
in the departments now provided for 
them: nursery, beginners, primary, jun- 
ior and junior high. The only change in- 
volved in their schedules would be to

Mr. Tinley’s article is thought-provoking, Unquestion- 


ably more can be accomplished in the Sunday school by 

extending its period; but in my judgment our first object 

should be to make the most of what time we now have.

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amplify their programs to use the same 
amount of time as required by the older 
departments. This might call for more 
emphasis on handwork and workbooks, 
or for those who can read, a library 
period. 

Some may object that a period of two 
hours and a quarter is too long for chil- 
dren. Again, the answer. I think, is not 
the length of time so much as the way 
it is used. Children live twenty-four 
hours a day just as anyone else. All but 
the nursery and beginners are enrolled 
in the public school, where far more 
than two hours a day are spent. Pro- 
vided with the best graded courses, and 
with a well-rounded program of worship, 
study, music, play, handwork and expres- 
sional activities, two hours will not prove 
too long for even the younger pupils. If 
the work is routine, even an hour will 
be too much. 


+ Gornc back to the plan of organiza- 
tion, it should be clear that the idea is 
to offer the older pupils a definite course 
of study, just as in high school or col- 
lege. Certain basic courses would be re- 
quired. For those who are ready to go 
beyond these, an unlimited number of 
elective courses could be offered. 

Certain courses should be designed es- 
pecially for young people to meet their 
special needs. Others should be pro- 
vided for young married couples, and 
still others for new converts and those 
preparing for church membership. In 
general, the division of classes would be 
on the basis of the pupil’s need, and to 
some extent, his interests, rather than 
age or sex. 

Among the advantages of such a plan 
are these: 

(1) Teachers would prepare to teach 
certain definite courses, many of which 
would be repeated each year, at least in

The Communists were behind us

but God brought us through! 


early fall day in 1949 as we drove out 
of our city in northwest China. There 
were thirty passengers, with trunks, 
suitcases and bundles, all huddled in a 
truck. I sat beside the driver with our 
baby while my husband and a friend 
bounced and jostled one another with

Only a few hours before the National- 
ist government of our province had fallen 
before the Communists. For some time 
my husband and I had been working in 
the province along with other young uni- 
versity graduates who had been sent into 
the area by the Nationalist government. 
Not only because we were Christians, but 
because we had worked with the Na- 
tionalist government, we feared the Com- 
munists.

Since escape by land was impossible, 
many were leaving China by way of Pak- 
istan and India, making the hard, peril- 
ous crossing over the mountains between 
China and India. Could three inexperi- 
enced travelers with a baby face the 
dangers of such a trip? Our hope was 
in God. Prayerfully but hurriedly we 
packed and left. 

Up to this time God had given me 
many bitter experiences. The drowning 
of a brother and my mother’s grief 
which for a time made her lose her mind 
had prepared me for finding Jesus as my 
Saviour while in my early teens. When 
ambition for success later had turned my 
heart from Him, He had led me back 
through other trials and disappoint- 
ments. Even a prolonged illness inter- 
rupting my professional training had 
helped to draw me closer to Him. Praise 
His name! 

As we turned our backs on the Com- 
munists that day and faced the moun- 
tains, I sensed that the difficulties and 
hardships of the past were as nothing to 
what was probably ahead. 


+ Day after day for more than a week 
the truck roared along the road toward 
the border. Though it was September, 
the weather was quite cold, and it began 
to snow in the mountains. 

One evening we arrived at a small 
town where we met a number of former 
Nationalist soldiers who were out of con- 
trol. At midnight that night I heard a 
shot. Soon the whole town echoed to 
gunfire. Houses were burning; people were 
running and screaming in the streets.

Children were crying and dogs barking. 
I heard the wild soldiers knock and kick 
at people’s doors, howling madly if no 
one answered. 

From the room where we had been 
sleeping in the bus station we saw a 
number of soldiers jump on our truck 
and remove the baggage. piece by piece. 
My husband and I had six pieces of bag- 
gage, including a wooden box containing 
our special food for the baby which I 
had prepared before leaving home. That 
box was on top, and we prayed it would 
not be taken or spoiled. 

The soldiers kept coming and going 
until about four o’clock in the morning. 
Most of the passengers lost their prop- 
erties, including money. We missed only 
one suitcase, containing our best clothing 
and some other rather precious things, 
but things which were not essential to 
our journey. Most important, the baby’s 
food was safe. Again we saw God’s care 
for us. 


+ ArRIvING at Kashgar, the city where 
we would have to outfit ourselves for our 
mountain journey, we found it full to 
overflowing and disturbed with horrible 
rumors. 

At that time it was very difficult to get 
passports, because at least 500 people 
were also asking for them right away. 
But we kept praying and trusting our 
Lord. We got our passport very soon and 
the Pakistan counsel signed it without 
hesitation. It was the last one issued 
from the office of the Chinese Nationalist 
Foreign Affairs in that city. Many peo- 
ple who had asked earlier could not get

passports. We knew this was God’s doing. 

Meanwhile most of the transporting 
animals, including horses, camels, asses, 
bulls and ponies, had been taken by Na- 
tionalist high officials who had brought 
great quantities of gold with them. Rent- 
ing horses was even more expensive than 
buying them, and we did not have much 
money, so we kept praying to our Lord. 
He never let us want and made it pos- 
sible for us to buy four horses at a good 
bargain and to get everything needed for 
traveling without delay. We had found 
security in our prayers, so we kept on 
trusting our Lord and began the most 
difficult part of the journey. 

After a prayer meeting with friends in 
the Lord, we left the city. My husband 
was used to riding, so he held the baby 
in his lap with one hand and guided the 
horse with the other. I had never ridden 
before and could not get on and off the 
horse by myself, nor did I know how to 
guide it. The first day I was exhausted, 
mostly from fear, even though we trav- 
eled only thirty-five miles. I thank Him 
that for those first three days the road 
was plain and broad, for that gave me 
a good deal of practice. 

Two days later, in the afternoon, we 
arrived at a town at the foot of the 
mountains. Here we stayed two days to 
collect food stuffs for both man and ani- 
mal, because from this spot onward we 
could not get anything to eat, not even 
grass for the horses, until we reached the 
next town, eight or ten days later. 


+ Ir was early in November when we 
stepped on the first stair of Pamir Pla-

teau, “the roof of the world,” and our 
travel in the mountains began. Every 
day we arose early and stopped late. 
Once we got on horseback we had to con- 
tinue until we reached the next rest spot. 
This might be only a small cottage occu- 
pied by two or three people, or a leaking 
Mongolian tent in which lived one or 
two persons, or even an empty hut piled 
with rough rocks. We ate while riding, 
stopping only to feed the baby with 
powdered milk and water. 


The second day after entering the 
mountains, one of our horses broke a 
leg. Leaving him to the mountain in- 
habitants, we distributed his burden 
among the other three horses. As this 
painful loss came early in the morning, 
we started the day’s trip late and the 
horses’ burdens were heavier than be- 
fore. As a result we were unable to make 
the next rest place. 


+ THE night became very cold and we 
had no fuel. We drank ice water and 
ate frozen dry bread, saving the warm 
water in the hot water bottle, actually 
cold already, for our baby. We tied the 
horses to a big rock and tried to rest, 
but we could not sleep, although we were 
too tired to move. Our feet ached un- 
bearably with the cold and we shivered 
under our fur overcoats, thick wool stock- 
ings and knee-high wool boots. 


Our son was dressed in two wool knit- 
ted sweaters, a thick Chinese cotton 
padded coat and trousers, fur over- 
coat, wool stockings, fur socks and was 
wrapped in all our bedding. Still his

hands and feet were ice cold and he groaned throughout the 
night. 

We did not know when it was we fell asleep, but when 
we awoke our horses had disappeared. Where should we go 
and how could we get our horses back? We did not know, but 
He knew. 

We were praying under our Lord’s guidance, and my hus- 
band went straight in a direction without any idea as to where 
he was going. Not far away he saw a black shadow moving 
toward him. He was so happy that he ran toward it, full of 
hope. But when he was close enough to see clearly, he was 
terrified. It was a big yak, a wild mountain bull! My husband 
stopped and held his breath, then moved toward one side and 
miraculously the animal passed him by. 

Above us, one or two miles away, he found all the horses. 
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We were so happy we forgot our suffering and gave thousands 
of thanks to our Lord. Though that was a terrible night, we 
think the memory is worth our suffering. We tasted the bitter 
and the sweet. 


+ From then on every day we had to climb one or two moun- 
tains, covered by thick ice and deep snow. Sometimes the 
horses could not keep their feet and we had to dismount to 
help them. 

The last great mountain on the Chinese side of the border 
was so high we were unable to get sufficient oxygen. When we 
reached the rest spot on top that night, we could not sleep 
because of distress in breathing. The next day we again suf- 
fered from marked shortness of breath, headaches and rapid 
beating of the heart. 

It was more difficult for my husband whenever we had to 
climb on foot, because he carried our child, who with his 
heavy wrappings weighed some fifty pounds. 

After passing over the big mountain, we neared the border 
of China. There we met a group of Chinese Nationalist sol- 
diers and collected more food for the coming two-weeks’ trip. 
By this time our hands were cracked and fissured, even though 
we wore fur gloves, and the throbbing pain was unbearable, 
especially in the night. 

Three days later, after five miles of riding along a river, 
we touched the border of China. Then we began the fight 
over the mountains between China and Pakistan (Pakistan 
Agency). Here we found the most difficult and highest of the 
mountains of our journey. We felt so miserable that we even 
regretted making the trip, but as we thought of turning back 
and giving up all hope, we trembled. Praying and crying for 
strength, we went on. 

After climbing a third of the way up one mountain, I 
thought I could not continue further, so I got on the horse 
and whipped him desperately. Still the path was so slippery 
he could only move very slowly, stopping from time to time. 
Two-thirds of the way up the horse fell at a very steep spot 
completely covered by ice and I was thrown from his back. 
Thus freed from my weight, he ran to the top of the moun- 
tain, much to the alarm of my husband, who had already 
reached the top and who at first thought I had slipped off 
into the deep river below us. 

It took us nearly eight hours to make this part of the jour- 
ney. Along the way we saw several dead horses, asses and 
many bones. Once we saw a dying donkey screaming bitterly. 
Finally we passed a stone hut, marking the border between 
China and Pakistan. Our country and its Communist masters 
were behind us. 


+ IT was nearly dark as we went down the mountain. We 
crossed the foot of a huge glacier and rode faster, for we had 
no idea how far the next rest spot would be. Since morning 
and our regular meal, we had not eaten and were hungry and 
exhausted, as were the animals. Still we had to find a shelter. 
We dared not taste the open-air sleep again. 

We smelled something burning and the smell became 
stronger as we moved forward. We were so happy we forgot 
our hungry stomachs, aching bones and tired hearts. Someone 
must live nearby. We heard a dog bark; then the horses 
began to gallop. But the barking became fainter and fainter 
and finally disappeared altogether. 

In spite of this the smell of smoke came nearer and nearer, 
until at last we saw a flame flickering up through the cracks 
of a low stone wall. We stopped and searched, only to find a 
pile of dry animal excreta which was being burned. 

Continuing our trip with heavy hearts, we came to a pile 
of huge rocks. Here we were unable to make the horses move 
forward any longer. After going ahead on foot for a way to 
see what lay ahead, my husband and our friend were unable 
to find a path. It was dark and so we decided we would have 
to spend another night in the open. Again, however, God 
sent us help. [Continued on page 42] 
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Are YOU an 
Ineffective Christian? 


Six reasons why your life 


may not be counting much for Christ

NE Of the greatest tragedies of life is the failure of many 

capable men to achieve anything of value. The rich prom- 

ise of youth never comes to fruition and the boundless 

potentialities of life are never translated into actualities. 
Equally tragic is the fruitless life of many a Christian, whose 
spiritual gift has been largely wasted and whose talents have 
remained unused. 

Let us concede at the outset that living an effectual Chris- 
tian life is not easy. Often at a Bible conference or evan- 
gelistic service, living as a Christian seems a simple matter. 
But when the crowd has melted away and the warmth and 
enthusiasm of the moment have faded, things seem far dif- 
ferent. Surrounded by the commonplace things of everyday 
and by the old hindrances, the Christian life becomes some- 
thing of a struggle. 

Francesca French and Mildred Cable draw an appropriate 
analogy in one of their books. From a grim gorge in the 
Tibetan Alps, there dash forth the tempestuous waters of the 
Black River, to fall headlong in foaming cascades to the plain 
below. The river then turns northwest to enter the Mongolian 
plain, with its expanse of sifting sand. Slowly but surely the 
great volume of water dwindles, and ultimately the river dis- 
appears—absorbed by the quenchless thirst of the Gobi Desert. 
In the scorching sands of the desert, the river ends its course 
in a brackish swamp. 

How often have talents and abilities been wasted like the 
waters of the Black River. At times the soul has been stirred 
to its depths. So intense-has been the emotion and so great 
the inspiration of the moment, the individual has decided 
upon a fundamental change of life and a complete rededica- 
tion to the Lord. But the effect of the moment has been 
quickly spent; the resolution has not been implemented; emo- 
tions have not been translated into actions. The fine sand of 
the commonplace has absorbed every impulse and _ stifled 
every desire. 

So will it always be if our vision is earth-bound. That which 
is of this world will never raise the soul to the spiritual plane. 
Occupied with earthly things alone, we shall soon be over-

+ INEFFECTIVENESS may also spring from incomplete surrender 
to Christ. The Christian may be fully conscious of the claims 
of his Lord and may long to respond, but finds the pull of the 
old life is too strong. To such an individual it seems impossible 
to sacrifice some cherished idol or to give up some pursuit or 
friendship. Like Lot’s wife, the unsurrendered person still 
yearns for the life from which he has been delivered; like 
Demas he still loves this present evil age; and because com- 
plete surrender to the Master is not made, the fruit of full 
consecration is never realized. 

Some years ago, an Indian beggar made his way through a 
little village, begging rice from door to door. Suddenly came 
the thunder of horses’ hoofs and he saw a party of horsemen 
riding toward him, with the richly clad ruler at their head. 
Salaaming low before the rajah, he begged alms, but to 
his amazement, the wealthy man alighted and asked the beg- 
gar for some of his rice. Grudgingly, the old man took a hand- 
ful from his bowl and dropped three grains into the out- 
stretched hand, then watched the horsemen disappear down 
the street. 

As later he poured out his rice for his evening meal, his eye 
detected the gleam of metal among the dull grains and, with 
trembling fingers, he sorted out three grains of pure gold! 
He stared until awakening came. Then, with tears coursing 
down his cheeks, he cried, “If only I’d known, he should have 
had it all!” 

Will a similar regret be ours one day when we realize the 
lost potentialities and see what God could have done if life 
had been completely surrendered to Him? The incomplete 
surrender spells loss now and in the future. 


+ THE cause of spiritual ineffectiveness in some cases is tem- 
peramental. Intentions and desires may be good, but a slothful 
tendency destroys their effectiveness. [Continued on page 24]

who have salvation, period, and those 

who have reached salvation, plus. 

The apostle Paul classifies them as 
carnal and spiritual, babies and grown- 
ups, bottle feeders and meat eaters. Jesus 
evidently refers to the same two planes 
of Christian experience when He speaks 
of “life” and “life more abundantly.” 

Before our Lord left us, He gave two 
commissions. One is the well-known 
commission in Mark 16:15: “Go ye into 
all the world, and preach the gospel to 
every creature.” But there is another, 
not so frequently quoted, in Matthew 
28:19: “Go ye therefore, and teach all 
nations.” 

These two commissions are not the 
same. The word in Mark 16:15 is kerooso 
and means literally to make known or to 
publish abroad. But the word in Matthew 
28:19 is matheteuo and means to make 
pupils or disciples, or apprentices. Be- 
lieving the preaching of the gospel makes 
one a believer; but those who have been 
made believers, God now wants to go on 
to become disciples.

+ THE emphasis in these present days is 
on the making of believers, rather than 
on the making of real disciples. Too few 
are being taught to become followers of

recent Founder's Week Conference held at Moody 
Bible Institute in Chicago early last February. 
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the Lord Jesus Christ, those who in addi- 
tion to receiving salvation are willing to 
go on to follow the Lord all the way, 
to be taught by Him, to serve, to suffer 
and if need be, to die for Him. 

Thousands upon thousands came to the 
Lord Jesus while He was here on earth, 
and believed on Him, but we hear no 
more of them. They dropped immediately 
from sight. But there was a minority of 
only 70 who went farther, and these are 
called “disciples.” 

Those whom God has really used all 
through history have been among that 
little minority who in addition to receiv- 
ing mere salvation, came to an experi- 
ence where they recognized the claims 
of the Lord Jesus upon their lives for 
full and complete surrender. Wesley, 
Moody, Finney, Torrey, and thousands of 
others have testified, that in addition to 
receiving Christ as Saviour, they came 
to such a place where they recognized 
His complete Lordship of their lives. That 
is discipleship—salvation, plus. 


+ Peter had two distinct calls, separated 
by a period of time, a call to come to 
Christ, and a call to come after Him 
(John 1:41; Mark 1:17). We have greatly 
neglected this phase of truth, partly be- 
cause of the extremes to which it has 
been pushed, as well as the unscriptural 
terms which have been applied to it, but 
we should not throw the baby out with 
the bath. 






There is, then, a coming to Christ, and 
a coming after Christ. Sometimes the 
two experiences occur at the same time, 
as I believe was the case of Paul and of 
Matthew. Sometimes a period of time 
may elapse, as in the case of the apostle 
Peter. It may be a very definite experi- 
ence, or it may be a gradual growth so 
that one knows not when or how it really 
began. Sometimes it happens at con- 
secration meetings; sometimes in the 
quiet of a room, as we face God’s claims 
on our own individual lives and yield 
ourselves to Him. It may be accompanied 
by emotional exaltation, or it may be a 
simple, logical facing of the claims of 
Christ and owning him as our absolute 
Lord. 

The important thing is the desperate 
need of disciples today, for God uses 
those who know the secret of discipleship. 
Wouldest thou also be a disciple? 


+ BEFORE you answer the question, re- 
member that salvation is free, but dis- 
cipleship has a price attached to it. I do 
not find a single verse in the Bible which 
gives any reason to expect anything but 
sacrifice for those who will follow Jesus. 

I often tremble for the coming genera- 
tion who are made to believe that salva- 
tion is an end in itself. Where are the 
thousands upon thousands reported in 
the popular campaigns? If they have 
really received Christ, we must, of course, 
believe that they are saved. But unless 
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more of them catch the vision of dis- 
cipleship, we cannot help but wonder 
what the harvest will be, how much of 
this superficial, shallow, Hollywood type 
of froth which is being dispensed today 
under the name of the gospel, is of an 
abiding nature. 

Salvation is not just a lark, singing 
choruses and shouting hallelujah; but 
God desires us to go on to salvation, 
plus, and this will mean tears. I believe 
with all my heart that God is waiting 
today more than anything else, for those 
whe will pay the price of following Him; 
who having not only come to Him, will 
now also obey the second call—‘Follow 
me, and I will make you to become fish- 
ers Of men.” 


+ THERE is one more striking difference 
between salvation, period, and salvation, 
plus. Salvation cannot be lost. It is eter- 
nal life, because it is God’s work. It 
depends on His faithfulness; but disci- 
pleship may be lost, because it depends 
on our faithfulness. 

Simon Peter lost his discipleship. After 
three years of following Jesus, when the 
real crisis, the acid test, came, Peter 
failed and he “followed afar off.” He be- 
gan to drop behind, and the next step 
was his denial of his discipleship. 

Notice how clearly John puts it. “Then 
siuith the damsel that kept the door unto 
Peter, Art not thou also one of this man’s 
disciples? He saith, I am not” (John 
18:15-17). Again in verse 25, we read: 
“And Simon Peter stood and warmed 
himself. They said therefore unto him, 
Art not thou also one of his disciples? He 
denied it, and said, I am not.” Matthew 
adds this: “Then began he to curse and 
to swear, saying, I know not the man” 
(Matt. 26:74). 

Right here Peter lost his discipleship, 
his fellowship, his joy, his power; but, 
thank God, not his salvation. For Jesus 
gives him one look, one painful look, to 
remind Peter that He has not forgotten 
him, and Peter withers before that gaze, 
and goes out and weeps bitterly. 

But Peter is no longer a disciple. On 
the morning of the resurrection, the two 
Marys and Salome are told to “tell His 
disciples and Peter.’”’ How that must haye 
cut into Peter’s heart. He was not 
counted among them any more. A few 
days pass, and Simon Peter, miserable 
and unhappy, with the words “and Peter” 
still ringing in his ears, decides to give 
up the entire experience, and go back to 
his old life. Discouraged and disgusted, 
he feels that the Lord too has cast him 
off, and he with several of the disciples 
goes back to fishing. 

They fish all night long, catch nothing, 
because without Jesus there is no use 
fishing at all. You know, as I know, of 
churches and assemblies that were once 
on fire for God, and the blessing of the 
Lord rested upon them. Then something 
which grieved the Spirit entered into the 
fellowship, and the glory departed. In- 
stead of confessing their sin, however, 
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Trust Him

and making restitution, they have kept 
right on fishing and going on, probably 
with even more fleshly activity than ever 
before, but no fish. This is not only true 
of churches, but of individuals, and there 
is only one way back. 


+ THis way John also tells us in that 
memorable scene (21:4,5) about the 
beach fire. Knowing that they had 
caught nothing all that night, even 
though He had asked them the question, 
the Lord had already anticipated their 
need and had fish prepared on the coals 
when they stepped out of the boat. 

There is no record that anyone said 
a thing, and what could they possibly 
say? Here they were, face to face with 
the Lord whom they had forsaken, and 
with Peter who had cursed and sworn 
that he knew not the Lord. But after the 
meal was finished, the Lord turns to 
Peter. “Simon Peter, Simon, son of 
Jonas,” He begins, “lovest thou me more 
than these?” (John 21:15). 

Notice the order, Simon Peter, Simon, 
and then, “son of John.” Simon was his 
natural name by his first birth, received 
from his father John. Peter was his 
spiritual name, received by his second 
birth, from the Lord Jesus Christ, and 
the Lord Jesus uses both of them, “Simon 
Peter, Simon, son of John.” 

There was a great deal more of Simon 
here than of Peter, but we do thank God 
that Peter was still there, although he 
was almost completely submerged by the 
Simon nature. And so the Lord does not 
call him Simon, Simon, son of John, as 
if to say, “You have lost your relation-

ship, your position as a believer,” but He 
inserts the name Peter (between two 
Simons) in order to emphasize the fact 
that although Simon had walked in the 
flesh, and Peter seemed to have entirely 
disappeared, God recognized that he was 
still there. And so after the Lord had 
assured him of this fact, He says: “Simon 
Peter, Simon, son of Jonas, lovest thou 
me more than these?” 


+ More than what? Isn’t the Lord say- 
ing, “Three years ago, Peter, you said you 
would follow Me wherever I went, and 
you gave up all these things; but you 
couldn’t go beyond Gethsemane. You 
have failed; you have gone back to the 
love of the old life. Listen, Peter, I want 
you to come back to Me. Do you love Me 
more than these things that you have 
gone back to? Do you love Me more than 
anything else—more than your life, your 
safety, your comfort?” 

But Peter, humbled and crushed, did 
not dare to say this. Bible scholars know 
that the word love which our Lord used 
in this connection is the word agapas, 
meaning to love superlatively—above all 
else. But when Peter answered, he used 
the word phileo, a weaker word for love, 
which means to be fond of, but some- 
thing short of loving above all things. 

Once Peter said, “I will go into death 
with Thee.” Now the Lord says, “Will 
you still do it?” and Peter, humbled, an- 
swers, “Yea, Lord, I love You, but not the 
way that I should,” and uses the weaker 
word, and admits his failure. Again the 
Lord asks the question, and a third time,

+ You may think it is not so important for the mate you 
chose to be a child of the Redeemer. Perhaps you think love 
will conquer all, and things will work out for good because 
you love the Lord. Maybe they will, but—the chances are 
against you. 

The greatest disaster is the change that will come in your 
own personality. Whether you believe it or not, there is bound 
to be a difference in you. It is fundamentally the girl who 
changes. She gains a new name, a new way of life, and in 
normal times a new home and a new career. The transition 
is greatest for her and, if her mate is not a Christian, she is 
the one who departs from her first love to serve the second 
and earthly love. It takes a very strong personality and a 
superabundance of tact and skill and longsuffering to enter 
an unequal partnership and remain true to the Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

I know of a fine active Christian girl who married a man 
who is upright and morally clean, but not born-again.

+ Two can live as cheaply as one, they say—provided one does 
not eat or buy clothes or spend for personal items. Money 
matters loom as possibly the second big obstacle in the adjust- 
ment of two people to each other. 

If you believe that at least a tenth of your income should 
go for the Lord’s work, how will you reconcile the demands of 
your conscience if your unsaved husband doesn’t agree? If 
you continue to work, you may or may not be able to continue 
your tithing practice, but if you do not work, this practice will 
probably be discontinued. 

For me, to abandon this practice which I have tried to fol- 
low since I earned my first dollar, would bring great sorrow. 
Not only that, but I would condemn myself for each financial 
misfortune, as I have come to feel that the monetary blessings 
I’ve received and the material help in time of trouble have 
had a definite relationship to my own faithfulness in this 
regard.

FTEN I think this business of getting married is one of the 
) most poorly run businesses in the world; yet it’s a deal in 
which almost all fellows eventually get involved, even guys 
like me. But don’t get me wrong. I'm all for it!

for the girl of my life. But this much was sure. I knew I 
wanted to marry a Christian. 

Fellows my age don’t know too much about business prac- 
tices and procedures. Personally, I don’t see anything very 
exciting in reading the latest returns from the stock market. 

But just the same when a fellow is making a life partner- 
ship, it should be solid. It should be as tough to crack as a 
200 pound line with its back to the goalposts. 

The best foundation I can think of for any partnership or 
marriage is the Rock Christ Jesus. It’s like building a house. 
Remember what the Lord said, “A house divided against itself 
cannot stand.” Well, think of part of the house built on the 
Rock Jesus and the rest on the sinking sand of the world. 
Or think of building a house with half of it hanging over a 
cliff. It even sounds crazy. No one could get a building permit 
for a house like that. 


+ Since God incorporated marriage in the first place, all mar- 
riages should be made in obedience to His laws of incorpora- 
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tion. And if you can find out from the Bible that it says to 
marry an unsaved girl, you’re a better Scripture hunter than 
I am. 

I’ve seen what happened to several Christian buddies of 
mine who married unsaved girls. They may have had ideas 
about winning them to Christ, but somehow those ideas didn't 
pan out. Good doesn’t come from doing evil. And statistics 
comparing total conversions with the number of mixed mar- 
riages give a poor percentage, almost negligible. 

Sometimes it isn’t entirely the fellow’s fault. Some of the 
shadiest business deals are accomplished by a smooth line 
and it’s possible that a girl could rope you in by her line too. 
But it isn’t very probable, unless you string along with her. 

She may be lovely and have all the personality in the world, 
but that’s not enough on which to build a marriage partner- 
ship. At least it wasn’t for me. 

I wanted to start a Christian home, but I don’t think I'd 
have gotten far if I had started in by disobeying one of God's 
laws. I wouldn’t have wanted to marry an unsaved girl even 
though she had been willing to promise to come to church or 
to “give in” on religion. Promises for the future are a shaky 
basis for any partnership. 


+ But I suppose the big problem in such a partnership comes 
when we bring in junior members. I want my wife to tell our 
children Bible stories in the home; I want her to teach them 
to sing “Jesus Loves Me”; I want her to get the Christian idea 
of right and wrong into their heads; I want her to lead them 
to know our Saviour right by her knee. 

I don’t want to hear my children asking, “If Mommy doesn't 
read the Bible, why should I?” “If Mommy doesn’t go to Sun- 
day school, why should I?” “If Mommy gets fun that way, 
why can’t I?” And knowing that my wife will spend much 
more time with the children than I will be able to, I realize 
that her influence upon them will be greater than mine. 

Sensing something of the value of a human soul, I don’t 
want my children to be lost eternally. Without slighting God's 
infinite mercy, I knew that the odds were that my children 
would spend a Christless eternity if I were to marry a non- 
Christian girl. 

When you sum it up, that’s one of the strongest reasons I 
had for wanting to marry a Christian girl. I wanted a Chris- 
tian mother for my children. 


+ To get the full picture of this special partnership, suppose 
we look beyond the whirlwind courtship and see what married 
life is like. 

Saying grace before meals, family devotions, a home crisis 
to which only God has the solution—these things can be 
shared only if the other member of the partnership is a Chris- 
tian. Otherwise these things lose their point. 

I think marrying an unsaved girl would have cooled my love 
for Christ, for the church, for Sunday. for Christian friends 
and for daily devotions. And that just about covers all those 
things which mean a lot to me. 

The story of Solomon in the Old Testament is a sad example. 
Solomon married against the will of God and got into trouble. 
Many Christians today have had the same experience.

which we have looked at in the pre- 

vious articles, tell the thrilling story 

of what the grace of God has done, 
is doing and will do for helpless, guilty 
sinners. They carry us from the court- 
room to the drawingroom, to the throne 
room. They picture the guilty sinner on 
trial before God, proved guilty and justly 
under condemnation of death. Then we 
see how God in matchless grace, in the 
person of His Son Jesus Christ, paid the 
penalty of sin at Calvary, and by virtue 
of His atoning blood pardons and justifies 
the sinner. 

But His overabounding grace goes 
much farther than this, for that same 
saved sinner is made a child of God, a 
son and heir of glory. Some day he will 
be completely like His Lord, and shall 
reign with Him upon His throne. While 
awaiting that day, the Spirit of God in- 
dwells him, delivers him from the power 
of sin and Satan, and furnishes all the 
power needed for a holy, happy, devoted 
life of service to God. 

All of this is God’s doing. The Father 
thought it; the Lord Jesus brought it, and 
the Holy Spirit wrought it. And now, 
when all this unbelievable grace has been 
set forth, God raises a mighty challenge 
to the entire universe—to men, devils and 
angels. 

“Who shall lay anything to the charge 
of God’s elect?” Is there anyone any- 
where who has any objection to God’s 
matchless plan of salvation and glorifi- 
cation? If the reader will carefully con- 
sider Isaiah 50:5-9 he will see that our 
passage in Romans 8 is quoted from that

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God in Christ has done for you - 


passage of Scripture. But the amazing 
thing is that there Christ our Lord is the 
“elect,” while in Romans 8 we His saints 
are the elect. What was once true only 
of Him, is now true also of us. No one 
could ever raise a truthful charge against 
Him, because He is the sinless Son of the 
eternal God. And now, because of the 
redemptive work of Calvary, the same is 
said of us. 

How stupendously wonderful! In God’s 
sight we are as perfect, as sinless, as is 
His own precious Son! In ourselves we 
are sinful, unworthy, defiled. In Christ, 
we are perfect, holy, pure. No one can 
lay any charge against us! 

Dr. A. T. Robertson in his Word Pic- 
tures in the New Testament says that 
verse 33 might well be translated, “Who 
shall institute a suit in court against 
God’s elect?” It is God who justifies us. 
And who has greater right than He? 


+ WILL anyone take up this challenge? 
Yes, there is one. Listen carefully, and 
you can hear the challenge taken up. 
Read between the lines, and you will hear 
it answered between verse 33 and verse 
34. For verse 34 reads, “Who is he that 
condeinneth?” 

Now it is quite evident that there is 
no occasion either for condemnation or 
acquittal until a case comes to court. 
Therefore, if the thought of condemna- 
tion is raised in verse 34, it shows that 
some complainant entered a charge 
egainst God’s elect. It requires no imag- 
ination to know who this party is. The 


A Uhristian’s Prayer

Prostrate with grief, my Lord, I fall 
At Thy feet, and on Thee call— 


I was a leper filled with sin 
Until You cleansed and took me in. 


But I have walked away from Thee, 
And leprous sores again I see;

Scriptures tell us in no uncertain terms. 
Revelation 12:10 assures us that Satan 
is the “accuser” of the brethren, who 
accuseth them before our God day and 
night. 

Whenever a Christian sins, the devil 
enters a charge against him or her in 
God’s court. He takes up God’s chal- 
lenge, as given in verse 33. But it is one 
thing to bring a charge against the saints 
of God, it is quite another thing to pro- 
cure a conviction. 

So the question is raised in verse 34, 
“Who is he that condemneth?” If Satan 
accuses me in God’s court, I have a 
Lawyer there who pleads my cause. For 
Jesus Christ, the Righteous, is my Advo- 
cate (I John 2:1). For Christ who died 
for me, arose and ascended to the right 
hand of God, and is there making inter- 
cession for me. 

This last statement is more emphatic 
when we realize that this is the only 
time in all of the epistle to the Romans 
that we are carried beyond the resurrec- 
tion of Christ. This passage carries us 
into heaven itself, and shows us an 
ascended, glorified Saviour. I am told 
here that if the devil is in heaven at- 
tacking me, my blessed Lord is up there, 
appearing in my behalf. 

Now, of course, if the devil enters a 
charge against me, I simply do not have 
any case before God, if the charge is 
true. So my Lord cannot plead innocence 
on my behalf. He acknowledges that I 
am guilty. True, I did sin, for Christians 
still can and do sin. But as I John 2:2 
teaches, my Lord does have an argument 
to meet the devil’s charge, and that is, 
that 1900 years ago He paid for my sins, 
He is the propitiation for my sins. In 
simple words, He shed His blood to atone 
for my sins, so they are gone. That sin 
that Satan charges me with in God’s 
court was punished when Jesus died for 
me. It was settled then; hence the devil’s 
case is thrown out of court. 

The devil has never won a case in 
God’s court against any believer, for 
Jesus is the believer’s Advocate and He 
pleads the infinite worth of His precious 
blood; He pleads the merit of His sacri- 
ficial death. That’s why these beautiful 
old lines thrill us when we sing them: 
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“What though the Accuser roar 
Of ills that I have done; 

i know them well, and thousands more, 
Jehovah findeth none. 


“Though the restless foe accuses 
Sins recounting like a flood; 
Every charge our God refuses, 
Christ has answered with His blood.” 


One thing must be admitted about 
Satan, he has perseverance. Though he 
has never won a case in God's court, still 
he keeps on the job. Not one true saint 
of God can ever be lost; Christ lives to 
intercede for them, and thus will save 
them to the uttermost. 


+ BuT now, in verse 35, there is another 
challenge thrown out, and again, I be- 
lieve, the devil accepts it. “Who shall 
separate us from the love of Christ?” 
The answer given is: “Shall tribulation, 
or distress, or persecution, or famine, or 
nakedness, or peril, or sword?” The chal- 
lenge begins with the pronoun “who,” but 
the antagonistic forces mentioned are not 
persons but things. They are “what’s” 
not “who’s.” And this implies distinctly 
that behind those physical powers lurks 
the form again of a person, and that 
“who” is once more the archenemy of 
God’s people, the devil. When one reads 
Scripture carefully, he learns that the 
very things given in verse 35 are the 
things the devil uses in order to, if pos- 
sible, separate the believer from the love 
of Christ. 

Satan, as we saw in verse 34, is de- 
feated in God’s court. He has no power 
to condemn the child of God. Our salva- 
tion is eternally secure. But if Satan 
knows that he cannot touch our lives, 
he can, as he did with Job, make life 
miserable for the people of God. He can 
seek to draw their hearts away from 
Christ as he oppresses them through the 
many things under his control, men- 
tioned in verse 35. Satan used some of 
the very things recorded in this passage 
in order to upset Job. 

Many a Christian has wondered 
whether God still loved him, when he 
has passed through times of sore trial 
and suffering. Since the devil cannot 
cause us to be lost, since our salvation 
is beyond his reach, he does his level 
best to make life troublesome for us. He 
wants, if possible, to fill our hearts and 
minds with doubts of the love of God. 
Thus others may be prevented from 
coming to Christ when they see our 
trials and our lack of enjoyment of 
Christ’s love. 

Satan did not succeed with Job, nor 
with Paul, nor, of course, with our Lord. 
And verse 37 states that he will not suc- 
ceed with any of God’s people. “In all 
these things we are more than con- 
querors through him that loveth us.” As 
Paul says in II Corinthians 4:9,10. we 
are “persecuted, but not forsaken; cast 
down, but not destroyed; always bearing 
about in the body the dying of the Lord

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The Trapdoor Spider

OME into my parlor,” the trapdoor spider might well say as he clings be- 

neath the surface of the earth to a little silk-lined trap door of his own 
making. This spider, dark brown and black in color and about an inch 
across, is a hermitically inclined Californian and is one of approximately 
twenty species of the tarantula family. Being conveniently equipped with 
agile claws and built-in spinnerets, this little fellow burrows a tunnel and 
lines it with silk thread which he manufactures in his own body. Then with 
precision engineering he constructs at the upper end of the tunnel a hinged 
door perfectly camouflaged and concealed. In this secret parlor he lives, 
waits and listens. 

Outside, perhaps, an innocent sow bug may wander near, unaware that 
his approaching footsteps are knocking at death’s door. Suddenly, far more 
quickly than you could say Bothriocyrtum californicum (that’s the spider’s 
name) the trapdoor opens and the sow bug is caught!

Are You an Ineffective Christian?

The intercession which 
involves giving up sleep and agonizing in 
the presence of God is too laborious for 
the slothful man. The spending of lei- 
sure hours in tract distribution, visiting 
the sick, carrying on Sunday school work, 
etc., are likewise too demanding for the 
lazy Christian. 

It is not that he is without an interest 
in the Lord’s work or that he does not 
desire to help, but an inherent laziness 
retards all progress and desire. In conse- 
quence, his abilities and powers become 
useless as a withered hand, and both the 
church and the individual lose.

there are others who, like Balaam, do so 
by reason of covetousness. They pay 
their devotions at the altar of mammon 
rather than at the throne of God. 

Ambition also has sometimes sounded 
the death knell of a life of service for 
God. A wealthy man, who had spent his 
whole effort in building up a prosperous 
business, one day turned round with tears 
in his eyes as he said, “I’ve wasted my 
life. If only I could start afresh, how 
differently I would live.” The drive of 
ambition may sap the spiritual impulse 
and substitute material things for that 
which is eternal. 


+ Nort infrequently spiritual possibilities 
are nullified by indulgence in doubtful 
pleasures. God draws up no list of all 
that is or is not permissible for a Chris- 
tian. Certain enjoyments are question- 


able; others are both reasonable and 
legitimate; others again may be legiti- 
mate but inexpedient. If any doubt ex- 
ists about a particular amusement or 
pleasure, we should abstain from it. Many 
have put an end to their usefulness as 
Christians by their indulgence in what 
is doubtful. 

Our choice of associates has an effect 
for good or evil. We unconsciously re- 
ceive impressions and imbibe ideas by our 
very contact with others, and those with 
whom we are most frequently in contact 
will naturally have the greatest effect 
upon our mind and outlook. Continual 
association with unconverted friends nec- 
essarily hinders the spiritual life. Espe- 
cially is this so in one’s relations with 
the opposite sex. 

On St. Bartholomew’s Eve, before the 
terrible massacre of the Huguenots, a 
young Huguenot stood gazing into his 
fiancée’s eyes as he bade her farewell. 
She had tried in vain to detain him, but 
finally she tied around his arm her white 
kerchief —the Roman Catholic badge 
which would have saved his life on the 
morrow. Without hesitation, he tore it 
off. “Much as I love you,” he said, “there 
is a higher love to which I must be true,” 
and he went out to meet his death. 
Neither friendship nor love should be al- 
lowed to stand between our Lord and 
ourselves. 


+ SOMETIMES awareness of our personal 
limitations is the reason for failing to 
realize life’s potentialities. Ability may 
be small and talents few, and the dis- 
couraged Christian may feel incapable of 
achieving anything for his Lord. But 
our lack is God’s opportunity to show 
His enabling. 

According to tradition, Saul of Tarsus 
was a poor speaker and an ugly little 
man, but ignoring his personal disad- 
vantages, he allowed Christ to control 
his life—with incalculable results. Dr. 
William Moon, a brilliant young scien- 
tist, suddenly lost his sight. He might 
well have said that life was finished, but 
after his loss, he invented the system of 
raised letters which has enabled thou- 
sands of blind to read. 

Personal limitations are only what you 
make them. Christians throughout the 
ages have discovered that the grace of 
Christ is perfected in our weakness and 
that He is sufficient for all our needs. 
This is not theory, it is experience. 

What shall we say, then, of ineffective- 
ness? Ultimately no Christian is inef- 
fective except by his own choice. If the 
blight of ineffectiveness rests on your 
life and service, a frank facing of the 
causes, surrender to Christ and complete 
trust in Him to live His life in you can 
bring a transformation. END

o utterance of any President of the United States for 
N years has been so widely applauded, and rightly so, as 
that of President Eisenhower, delivered on December 8 before 
the United Nations immediately upon his return from the 
Bermuda Conference. It is not my purpose here to discuss 
the program of co-operation in the use of atomic energy 
which was outlined on that occasion, but to speak of some- 
thing in the address about which most of the newspapers said 
little or nothing, namely, the constant reiteration of the theme 
of fear. The following phrases taken from the President’s 
speech will illustrate this: 

“begin to diminish the potential destructive power of the 

world’s atomic stockpiles” 

“if the world is to shake off the inertia imparted by fear” 

“the coming months will be fraught with fateful decisions” 

“which will lead this world out of fear and into peace” 

“the dread secret and the fearful engines of atomic might 

are not ours alone” 

“the awful arithmetic of the atomic bomb” 

“the hopeless finality of a belief that two atomic colossi 

are doomed malevolently to eye each other”

The Hoax of the Piltdown Man 


Mo: of the publications of the world-famous British Mu- 
seum do not raise more than a ripple of discussion, 
except in limited circles of intellectual activities. However, 
its Bulletin issued November 21, 1953, produced a veritable 
earthquake in the field of science 

In 1911, in a hamlet called Piltdown, in Sussex, forty-five 
miles south of London, some workmen uncovered a part of a 
human skull, which they brought to a local lawyer and ama- 
teur geologist, Charles Dawson. He took these pieces to his 
home, and a year later he discovered some other portions of 
the skull, together with a jawbone and what was thought to 
be a fossil tooth. All this material was taken to the Natural 
History Museum in London, where the Keeper of Geology, 
the late Sir Arthur Smith Woodward, finally declared them 
to be the fossil remains of the oldest European man to be 
uncovered up to that time, dating them between 100,000 and 
600,000 years ago. Recognizing that the jawbone itself was 
similar to that of an ape, they concluded that this early man 
had certain definite simian characteristics. 

The scientist who worked with this material more than any 
other one man was the late Sir Arthur Keith, probably the 
greatest anthropologist in Great Britain in the twentieth 
century, who recently died at past eighty years of age. He 
devoted fourteen months to the study of these fossils, and 
after publishing articles extending to fifteen thousand words, 
wrote his famous work, The Antiquity of Man, centered 
around these discoveries. Included in the volume is a lengthy 
discussion (125 pages) of these fragments, with drawings, 
photographs, reconstructions, etc 

In his Autobiography Keith says in relation to this discov- 
ery (p. 325): “The simian characters of the lower jaw sur- 
prised neither of us {Woodward or himself]: if Darwin's 
theory was well founded, then a blend of man and ape was 
to be expected in the earliest forms of man. I was shown the 
reconstruction that had been made, giving Piltdown man the 
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large canine teeth of an anthropoid ape. I left the museum 
in no doubt that a discovery of the highest importance had 
been made in the most unlikely of places.” 

So generally accepted were these conclusions that in the 
American Museum of Natural History in New York City there 
has been on display for many years a replica of the original 
find, a reconstruction of the skull, and, in bust form, of the 
entire head and features of the Piltdown man. (A photo- 
graph of this exhibit appeared in the Los Angeles Times for 
November 22.) 

The Bulletin of the British Museum, to which we referred 
at the beginning of our discussion, declares that after an 
exhaustive investigation of these artifacts, it was ascertained 
that the most significant single item, the jawbone, was a 
deliberate plant, faked from the skull of an ape, and that it, 
with the canine tooth, had been artificially stained to match 
in appearance the skull fragments found earlier, and the 
tooth pared down to disguise its original shape. While it is 
still acknowledged that the skull might be 50,000 years old— 
instead of 500,000—the more important items, the jaw and 
the tooth, are now admitted to be from some modern ape. It 
is not known who was responsible for this striking piece of 
deception. 

The American papers gave considerable space to this, but 
the British papers even more. Friends have graciously sent 
me long articles from the London Daily Express of November 
23, and from the European edition of the New York Herald 
Tribune for the same morning. 

Now may I bring to the attention of my readers something 
that has not been noted in all these newspaper and magazine 
articles. Sir Arthur Keith was a rationalist, a member of the 
Rationalistic Society of Great Britain for years, and a pro- 
nounced opponent of the Christian faith. In his Autobiog- 
raphy he states that early in life he had come to the conclu- 
sion that the story of creation was a myth, but, he goes on 
to say (p. 80), that occasionally when attending evangelistic 
meetings in Edinburgh or Aberdeen, and seeing students make 
public profession of accepting Christ, he himself often felt 
“on the verge of conversion.” Then he adds, “But when such 
a feeling arose within me, there also appeared in the field of 
my consciousness that other ego, who quietly reminded me 
that, if I did put on the garment of repentance, it was a mere 
pretense, for in my heart I did not believe in it.” In later 
pages, Keith relates that he was a frequent reader of the 
Bible, but he continues, “the more I studied it, the deeper 
became my conviction that the Word of God is of human 
origin. It is strange that the study of the Bible should so 
often give rise to unbelief.” 

And so the great anthropologist, after spending months in 
the study of so-called fossils, draws conclusions based upon a 
full belief in what is later shown to have been a gigantic 
fraud. Trusting that which was deliberately planted as a 
means of deception, he at the same time rejects the historical 
facts of the miraculous birth and resurrection of Jesus Christ. 
Moreover, all these thousands of words which Sir Arthur 
Keith wrote so learnedly about Piltdown man must now be 
set up on a shelf, only to collect dust, or, if consulted, as an 
illustration of the possibility of even a great intellect being 
deceived in the area in which his knowledge is the greatest, 
while this Book, the Bible, the divine authority of which he 
rejected, is ever in greater demand; and the commentaries, 
critical studies, devotional works, historical volumes inspired 
by its pages continue to be published in practically every 
civilized nation on earth. 


The very week in which I am writing these columns there 
has come to my attention a book just published by Yale Uni- 
versity Press, The Origin and Goal of History, by Dr. Karl 
Jaspers, one of the outstanding historical scholars of Germany 
today. A more extended notice of this work will appear in 
these columns next month, but here I quote the following 
statement from the chapter, “Prehistory”: 


The skeletal finds in Java, China, Africa and Europe—not, 
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so far, in America—cannot be fitted into any real sequence 
of the genesis of the human form: all attempts to make 
them fit any such sequence are arbitrary... . All these finds, 
even those which, judged by the geological strata in which 
they lay, must be the earliest, show a skull with a brain- 
weight approaching the present-day average—and greater 
by more than double that of the most highly evolved anthro- 
poid apes. Biologically, therefore, they are all of them 
already human. 


The Arab Attitude Toward Israel 


[ is significant that the Arab members of the Mixed Armi- 
stice Commission, who have a special responsibility for the 
operation of the armistice provisions, are loudest in their 
threats to terminate the armistice that way. On February 10, 
1953, Colonel Jedid, then chairman of the Syrian delegation, 
stated: 

“This land cannot hold both Arabs and Jews. There exists 


only one solution to which we shall get: that this land shall 
be possessed either only by the Jews or only by the Arabs.” 


On April 18, 1953, his successor, Colonel Shatila, who is sup- 
posed to be in charge of observing the Syrian-Israel armistice, 
speaking of “the enemy who was at our borders” went on to 
say: 

“The Arabs have to put an end to Israel’s dream and its 
terror and to ensure that Palestine is forever Arab.” 

The King of Jordan on April 18, 1953, announced that: 

“With the help of God we shall take back what was lost 
to us and we shall prove to the world that we are a strong 
nation,” 

while only a few days ago the same monarch, opening his 
parliament, said: 

“This question of Palestine will continue to be the primary 
one to occupy our interests until justice will be restored and 
the dear Fatherland will be liberated from those who 
robbed it.” 

This may not be a very inspiring international ideal for a 
state requesting membership in the United Nations—but at 
least it is frankly and honestly stated. The King of Jordan 
quite openly threatened Israel’s destruction by armed force. 

Mr. Azmy Nashashibi, the former Senior Jordan Delegate 
to the Mixed Armistice Commission, and recently appointed 
Jordan’s Chief Information Officer, said in a special broad- 
cast on September 4, 1953: 

“It is not a question of the alteration of the armistice 
lines or of regaining this town or that village. The differ- 
ence is basic. We want back the entire robbed Fatherland. 
We are ready at our front-line defense posts to meet the 
enemy. We are waiting for the hour to strike.”

The Atheist’s Child 


ou months ago, The American Weekly had an amazing 
article on the McCollum family of Champaign, Ill. This 
was reprinted in The American Lutheran and then circularized 
through their mimeographed pages, “This Day,” by the Con- 
cordia Publishing House. All of this I failed to see, but my 
friend Frank Tichy of the Inter-Varsity Fellowship has very 
kindly sent me a copy of it, for which I am very grateful, as 
many readers of these columns will also be. Mr. Tichy re- 
ceives the five-dollar award this month for his contribution. 
This article is a frank, behind-the-scenes story of the 
home life of the McCollums of Champaign, Ill., a family 
catapulted into notoriety by Mrs. McCollum’s famous legal 
battle to have religious instruction excluded from the edu- 
cational program of the public school in her home town. 
Terry, the thirteen-year-old son of the McCollums, was, 

it seems, reared in a household “where discipline was no 
more evident than faith in the Creator and the only credo 
was the right to self-expression.” Consequently, “from the 
time he started school, Terry had not been able to get along 
very well with his schoolmates.” His teacher relates: “There 
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was no reaction against him because he didn’t attend 
(classes in religion). The trouble was that he was con- 
ceited and domineering. He couldn’t get along by himself 
or with anyone else. I asked some of the boys why they 
were picking on Terry. They would explain that he had 
spit on them or tripped them or pinched them. When I 
asked Terry in turn why he did that, his only answer was: 
‘They did something to me.’ He wanted to make friends, 
but he didn’t know how. 


“On the last day of school, I guess I must have kept half 
a dozen boys from hitting him. I was awfully glad when it 
was over. That was the summer when the first court action 
was filed. It seemed that Terry must have told his mother 
that he didn’t get along with his classmates because he 
didn’t attend religious classes. To save his own face, he 
may have given that explanation time and again.” 


The reporter for The American Weekly relates that as he 
was interviewing Terry’s father, Errol, eight years of age, 
and Daniel, ten, were listening. Both children took part in 
the conversation, freely employing “gutter expressions.” The 
account continues: “The reporter who had heard such 
epithets in barrooms but never in a respectable house, was 
taken aback. Daniel and Terry laughed, and their father 
guffawed.” 

It was interesting to note also that Terry’s father told 
the reporter that “statistics and surveys had shown clearly 
that the teaching of religion had no effect on suppression 
of juvenile delinquency.” 


What need is there to editorialize? St. Paul wrote a 
matchless commentary on this situation in his Epistle to 
the Romans. “Professing themselves to be wise, they became 


fools.” 


Strange 1 rends in Current 


Roman Catholic Literature 


HEN the apostle John wrote the book of the Revelation, 

which the Spirit of God led the Church to place at the 
end of the canonical Scriptures, he warned the disciples of 
Christ for all the ages to come of the sinfulness of adding to 
or taking away from the Word of God. Even in the second 
century, and more emphatically in the third, however, the 
Church began to ignore this divine warning, with the result 
that ultimately the Roman Catholic Church taught, and still 
teaches, that tradition should be given the same weight and 
authority as the Word of God. 


Because of this supplementing of the divine record, the 
Church has built up a body of doctrines which lead her fur- 
ther and further away from absolute devotion to Jesus Christ. 
Included in this are such dogmas as the infallibility of the 
Pope and the assumption of the Virgin Mary. It would seem 
that these tendencies are now gathering such force as to sweep 
the Church into declarations and pronouncements which are 
either blasphemous, grotesque, or marked by gross supersti- 
tion, leading to error upon error. This is seen particularly in 
the matter of increasing Mariolatry. 


Pope Pius has recently composed a special prayer to be 
used by faithful Catholics during 1954, that year being called 
the Marian Year. It begins: “Enraptured by the splendor of 
your heavenly beauty and impelled by the anxieties of the 
world, we cast ourselves into your arms, O immaculate mother 
of Jesus and our mother Mary, confident of finding in your 
most loving heart appeasement of our ardent desires, and a 
safe harbor from the tempests which beset us on every side.” 


The prayer concludes with the following petition, and 
exaltation: “Receive, O most sweet mother, our humble sup- 
plications, and above all obtain for us that, one day, happy 
with you, we may repeat before your throne that hymn which 
today is sung on earth around your altars: You are all beauti- 
ful, O Mary! You are the glory, you are the joy, you are the 
honor of our people! Amen.” 


The Lord Jesus Christ as such is not even recognized, and 
the word Jesus is included only as the name of Mary’s son. 
Our Lord taught us to pray in His name. There is no praying 
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through Christ here, or even a recognition of Him as the only 
begotten Son of God. 


The last mention of Mary in the New Testament is in the 
first chapter of the Book of Acts. Here is the record of the 
Christians of Jerusalem meeting together in an upper room 
for a prayer meeting. Among those kneeling in prayer to God 
is Mary. She is praying with the disciples, but is not prayed to, 
nor is any prayer offered through her. We should not forget 
that when the Wise Men came to Bethlehem with their gifts 
and found the Babe, the text reads, “They saw the young 
child with Mary his mother, and fell down, and worshipped 
him” (Matt. 2:11). If there was ever a time when the mother 
of Jesus was to have recognition as some supernatural being, 
it was on this occasion—but all attention was directed to the 
Babe. 


The offering of prayer to Mary as the Queen of Heaven 
seems to bear a striking resemblance to a practice proscribed 
in the Old Testament (Jer. 7:18; 44:17-19, 25). The Lord 
said that when the Holy Spirit came, He would not speak of 
Himself, but would take of the things of Christ and glorify 
Him (John 15:26; 16:13, 14). The Spirit that prompts a 
prayer like this is not the Holy Spirit, but the spirit of error. 


I notice in a Catholic paper called The Christian Family, 
published in Techny, Ill., issue of August, 1951, a series of 
articles under the following titles: “Our Queen in Heaven,” 
“The Mother of the Golden Heart,” “Mary Will Triumph,” 
“Mary, Queen of the World.” Here the idea is set forth that 
Mary will first conquer the world herself, and after this will 
appear the triumph of Christ and His Church. Of course this 
places the victory of the mother of Christ before the second 
advent of Christ, and beclouds that event of which the New 
Testament so frequently speaks; so that, according to these 
articles, the hope of the Roman Church today is not in the 
return of Christ, but in the conquest of the world by Christ’s 
mother, of which conquest the New Testament says nothing. 

However, the most surprising tendency I have noticed in 
Catholic literature concerns the end ot this age and the ap- 
pearance of Antichrist. Along this line, I would like to call par- 
ticular attention to a book recently placed in my hands by a 
friend, The Last World War, by Emmett J. Culligan, first pub- 
lished in 1950, the third printing dated April, 1953. Mr. Culli- 
gan is the very wealthy owner of a famous national soft-water 
company, whose name may be seen on trucks throughout our 
land. He is a devout Catholic, and apparently one who 
cherishes the Word of God. The book, published by the Crest- 
line Book Company, of Crestline, Calif., opens with a state- 
ment by General Douglas MacArthur, delivered before Con- 
gress on April 19, 1951, in which he said, “If we will not devise 
some greater and more equitable system, Armageddon will be 
at our door.” 


Mr. Culligan has here collected a great mass of material 
emphasizing the desperate seriousness of this hour. Much of 
the work is devoted to the subject of Antichrist, with a 
setting forth of many Scripture passages from the prophetic 
books dealing with the end of the age. The author reveals a 
deep devotion to his country, and to the liberty which has 
blessed our nation. It is interesting to see a wealthy American 
layman enter into a discussion of these prophetic themes. 
Much of the literature to which he refers here was previously 
unknown to me. 


There are, however, some tragic aspects to this presentation 
of prophetic truth that could do great harm, and mislead 
many. A large part of the book is assigned to so-called special 
revelations, given from heaven generally, through Mary, to 
certain devout Catholic men and women, mostly the latter, 
here on earth. In these revelations dates are set; eg., in 
1720, in the tomb of an Olivetine monk, a paper was found 
bearing a number of predictions, one of which was that by 
1890 all nations would come and adore God; that from 1940 
to 1950 the sacrifice would cease; that after 1950 there would 
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be the abomination and_ desolation. 
These predictions have not been fulfilled. 

In September, 1946, the Virgin Mary 
is said to have revealed to one Melanie 
Mathien a series of predictions, includ- 
ing the announcement that Antichrist 
would be born in 1865. Apparently this 
has not proved trve. The Lord Jesus 
Himself is said to have made a revela- 
tion on July 15, 1930, that Antichrist 
would begin his reign in 1952 and end 
it in 1955. Father Reisinger, writing as 
late as April 18, 1940, declared that 
Antichrist would begin the persecution 
of the Church in 1952 and would come 
to his end in 1955. I was amazed to see 
that date-setting had crept into the 
Roman Catholic Church so extensively. 
We are here told that “the Fatima 
Secret” is to be released in 1960, and 
at that time all will know when the end 
of the world shall come. 

In the publication, The Christian 
Family, to which I have previously re- 
ferred, there has recently appeared a 
lengthy series of articles on a mystic 
and so-called prophet who is still living 
in Bavaria. The warning in all this is 
that we must stay close to the Word of 
God, give ourselves to the study of these 
inspired pages, and not look for addi- 
tional revelation through some angelic 
being or a vision, for, as hundreds of 
years of such have proved, they are false. 
If they claim to speak from heaven and 
are false, then they have lied; and if they 
lie, they are lying spirits; and if they 
are lying spirits, they are sent of Satan 
and not of God. This is what the apostle 
John meant when he said, “Try the 
spirits, whether they be of God.” It 
should be remembered that God’s great 
evangelists, those who have been most 
fruitful in the winning of souls, John 
Wesley, Charles Finney, Dwight L. 
Moody, etc., never allowed themselves 
to be the recipients of some special mes- 
sage from an angel and give it out as 
the Word of God. 


Variae 


According to a report of the Depart- 
ment of Health, Education, and Wel- 
fare, juvenile delinquency in this country 
rose 29 per cent between 1948 and 1952. 
In 1952, 1,000,000 children in our land 
under the age of eighteen committed 
crimes serious enough to warrant their 
apprehension. Of this number 275,000 
were tried before juvenile courts. 


Three years ago in an article in an- 
other magazine, I éalled attention to the 
fact that three cojumns of editorials in 
the Christmas Day, 1950, issue of the 
New York Times spoke of Christmas as 
a star of hope, peace, etc., but never 
once mentioned the fact that a Person 
named Jesus Christ was born in Bethle- 
hem, over nineteen hundred years ago, 





and that Christmas derives its primary 


significance from that event. I wrote 
to this great national paper at that time 
regarding this, but the reply was of a 
most negative nature. 

However, in justice to the New York 
Times, we should point out that in the 
three columns of editorial for December 
25, 1953, the facts are quite otherwise. 
The leading editorial states that ‘our 
Christmas celebration . . . commemorates 
the birth of the Prince of Peace. The 
first Christmas greeting delivered to the 
shepherds by the multitude of the heav- 
enly host was ‘Peace on earth, good will 
toward men.’” Even here the actual 
name of Christ does not appear, but a 
Messianic title is used, and Scripture 


is quoted. 
In another editorial, “Christmas in 
New York,” the fact that Christ was 


born in Bethlehem is clearly set forth: 
“There are famous ‘Christmas cities’— 
Jerusalem, for its haunting memories; 
Rome, as the center of Christendom; 
Nuremberg, once the capital of toyland; 
London, for its Dickensian flavor. And 
there is above all the brooding and now 
beleaguered town, the little town of 
Bethlehem, where Christ was born.” 

We must be grateful that this greatest 
of all American newspapers does not 
hesitate to refer to the One born in 
Bethlehem as Christ. The next para- 
graph, however, is one of the most aston- 
ishing that I have read for a long time 
in a sober daily in our country: “Do not 
be misled by the glitter. New York is 
rich and showy and wears its tinsel 
these days like a gorgeous cloak. How 
it would dazzle the Muscovites! But 
underneath the tinsel is genuine gold; 
inside the gay Christmas wrappings is 
the friendliest city in the world. New 
York houses the United Nations, it has 
cathedrals of every faith, it supports 
good works on a prodigious scale. It is 
the City of Man in the sense that it is 
home for all the races of men and every 
man has a chance. In a sense hardly 
less true it is even the City of God; no 
community prays harder or does more 
to make the Christmas message come 
true. It never loses hope that on some 
Christmas—perhaps sooner than less 
buoyant cities think—it will celebrate 
‘Peace on Earth.’” 

How can anyone call New York the 
City of God? The Bible pictures that 
city quite otherwise. 


There is increasing opposition appar- 
ent in our country to the use of the 
Scriptures in the public schools. The 
Gideons have lost their case in the 
courts of New Jersey, where they sought 
the privilege of distributing Bibles to 
those pupils in the public schools who 
wished to have copies. Some time ago 
a number of teachers in the state of 
California declared that they would enter 
a sit-down strike if any bill was passed 
compelling the reading of the Scriptures 
in the classrooms.

Recently while in a secondhand book- 
store in southern California, I picked 
up a pamphlet program with announce- 
ments of the twenty-ninth annual camp 
meeting of the National Spiritualist As- 
sociation, held in Harmony Grove, Calif., 
in the summer of 1925. Included in the 
brochure were announcements, many of 
them a half-page in size, of thirty Spir- 
itualist churches in the Los Angeles 
area. Today only six of these churches 
are listed in the classified telephone 
directory for that area. Of this number, 
only two were in existence in 1925. One 
wonders how many thousands of people 
who embraced Spiritualism then have, 
in the succeeding years, realized they 
were deceived, and are today adrift, 
without God or hope. 


The Santa Anita Race Track, four 
miles from Pasadena, opened its winter 
season on Saturday, December 26. This 
is supposed to be the most beautiful 
track in the world (I would not know). 
Sixty thousand people were in attend- 
ance on opening day, and the total 
amount of money bet on the horses that 
one afternoon was $2,453,858.00. In three 
such days, the total sum of money bet 
on race horses at that one track exceeds 
the amount given toward foreign mis- 
sions in a whole year by the Presby- 
terian Church, U.S.A., a denomination 
noted for its wealth, with over two mil- 
lion members. We are only playing at 
this business of foreign missions. A 
recent official statement gives the dis- 
tressing word that the Southern Bap- 
tists are even now contributing less than 
ten cents per member per month for 
all their overseas work. 


Dr. W. Gordon Brown, of the Central 
Baptist Seminary, Toronto, Canada, has 
kindly called my attention to the fact 
that the recent figure which I gave, of 
18,004 missionaries now serving in for- 
eign fields, is that of the total number 
of American missionaries in foreign 


lands, while the figure embracing all 
mission boards of every country is 
28,961. 


Excavations in Palestine at Beit- 
Shearim have led to the discovery of 
tombs dating back to the time of the sec- 
ond temple, among which are the resting 
places of two members of the Sanhedrin. 
Beit-Shearim is the town in which Rabbi 
Judah the Prince codified the Mishna 
about A.D. 200. Inscriptions in both 
Greek and Hebrew have been found 
here. 


Another even more amazing discovery 
has just been reported from Jerusalem, 
where an agricultural instructor, taking 
his pupils for a lesson to an experi- 
mental plot at the southern outskirts 
of Jerusalem, came upon a small object 
which, upon close examination, .was dis- 
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covered to be a chipped terra cotta 
scarab, measuring 7 x 4.5 centimeters. 
A hieroglyphic inscription, deeply cut 
into the flat bottom, showed the twin 
cartouches of a Pharaoh of the twentieth 
dynasty, Rameses III of the twelfth 
century B.C. This is the first object of 


such ancient date to be found in the 
Holy Land.

The Temptation Seals 


wo ancient seals have been found bear- 

ing witness to the record of the tempta- 
tion of Adam and Eve as found in Genesis 
3. One of these seals was found twelve miles 
north of Nineveh at Tepe Gawra during 
excavations made there 1930-1932 by E. A. Speiser of the University of Penn- 
sylvania. It was found at a level going beyond the date of 3000 B.C.. The 
seal is only one inch in diameter and contains no text, but simply a picture 
engraved in stone. This picture shows an unclothed man and woman who 
are walking about as if downcast. Following them is a serpent. 
suggests that the story of the temptation is very old” (Barton). 

The other seal was found at Nineveh somewhat earlier, and is now in the 
British Museum. It also contains a picture without words. There is a tree 
in the center, with a man on the right and a woman on the left. The woman 
is picking fruit from the tree. Behind her is an erect serpent, apparently 


These seals, each more than 5000 years old, point to a widespread knowl- 
edge at that time of the main features of the Genesis account of the fall.

Have You Tried 


A Missionary Prayer Circle?

ost of all, I covet your prayers!” 

We have often heard missionaries 

say this in all sincerity—mission- 
aries starting out on their first term, and 
missionaries returning to the field after 
furlough. And just how many of us do 
pray? How many are faithful and con- 
sistent in our prayer remembrance of 
these soldiers of the cross, who labor 
across the world and at remote stations 
within our own nation? 

A. C. Dixon once said, “When we rely 
upon organization, we get what organi- 
zation can do; when we rely upon educa- 
tion, we get what education can do; 
when we rely upon eloquence, we get 
what eloquence can do; but when we 
rely upon prayer, we get what God can 
do!” 

In the First Presbyterian Church of 
Berkeley, Calif.. a number of prayer 
circles have grown up around mission- 
aries. These groups meet regularly and 
faithfully for fellowship and prayer. 
They hold before the throne of grace 
the specific prayer requests the mission- 
ary makes in his letters. 

The first prayer circle of this kind 
started in 1948, born of God and launched 
in a unique way. A young man was 
planning to finish his education in a 
South American university and work as 
a missionary in that land. He called six 
friends to his apartment on the eve of 
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your church that will 


personalize your missionary interest 


his departure. There he explained his 
plans, what he expected to do, what he 
dreamed for the future. 

With an inner light shining from his 
face he said, “I’m not asking any of you 
for financial support. I want to make 
this very clear. What I am asking of 
each one of you is your faithful prayer 
support. I want to rely upon you—to 
know that you are remembering me and 
my family, and that when I write telling 
you of the unfolding of the work in the 
south, the opportunities and the chal- 
lenges, the difficulties and the triumphs 
that come to me, you will pray.” 

It was a hallowed hour. The young 
man’s complete dependence upon God, 
his simple trust, his zealous _ spirit 
brought a challenge that no one could 
evade. And in the quiet of that room 
the first prayer meeting for the work 
of the young missionary was held. It 
was an unforgettable experience. The 
thanksgiving and petition rose like in- 
cense to the throne. And Jesus Christ, 
“who ever liveth to make intercession,” 
was there in blessing and power. 

So began a monthly meeting for 
prayer. The group of six grew to be a

dozen. Letters came listing the prayer 
requests and telling of open doors and 
opportunities. A wonderful relationship 
came into being. 

Persons in remote areas for whom the 
group prayed regularly became as friends. 
When word of a conversion or healing or 
the surmounting of some obstacle came, 
thanksgiving filled the hearts of the 
praying friends at home. How wonder- 
ful it is to pray for Andrade or Ben- 
venuto, for Margarita or Jorge, and to 
know that these prayers ascend to a 
faithful God! 

The group gathers for a potluck sup- 
per the last Saturday of each month. 
There is much fun and fellowship about 
the table. Then, following the meal, 
letters are read, news is exchanged, and 
a time of prayer follows. The members 
of the prayer circle agree that it is the 
evening that they enjoy most during 
the month. 

Others in the church have caught the 
pattern. Now there are some ten or a 
dozen prayer circles meeting regularly. 
The groups are composed of both men 
and women, oftentimes neighborhood 
friends or those who attend the same 
Bible class. But they all confess that 
there is no power in the world that 
cements friendship and fellowship like 
a prayer circle. 

The church at present is supporting 
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about sixty missionaries through its 
benevolence budget. Many of them don’t 
yet have specific prayer circles around 
them. But the number who have this 
special prayer support is growing. 

Photographs and slides are exchanged. 
In some cases plans are being made for 
tape recordings to be sent to the field. 
The missionaries send small articles of 
missionary interest back home. And the 
supporting groups enjoy remembering 
birthdays and’ special occasions with 
some gift. 

Is “missions” or “the foreign mission- 
ary” something vague and impersonal 
to you? Then start a prayer circle 
around a missionary. Write letters reg- 
ularly, learn of the people, the work, the 
field. You will find opened up to you 
such thrilling new horizons that your 
whole life will be quickened and en- 
riched! ENpb

Colombian Boys Released 

Abraham and Obdulio Morales are 
back home. After three months in the 
Catholic orphanage of San Jose, the 
two Colombian boys were returned to 
their Protestant mother. The case had 
stirred up a great deal of comment out- 
side of Colombia, ever since the boys 
were taken from their mother by a 
Jesuit priest (Moopy MoNnTHLy, Decem- 
ber, 1953). 

Bishop Concha, who first approved 
their seizure, was the one who ordered 
their release. After talking with the 
boys personally, he said he became con- 
vinced that the charge that they were 
expelled from their home was false and 
that they were being held against their 
will. 

Before releasing the boys, Judge Ar- 
turo Montoya of the Juvenile Court 
summoned the mother to his chambers. 
There she signed an agreement to edu- 
cate them under the tutelage of the 
Roman Catholic Church as a condition 
for their return. 


Bible Anniversary 

One hundred fifty years ago the first 
of the modern Bible societies was started, 
March 7, 1804. It was the British and 
Foreign Bible Society. It was another 
twelve years before a similar work was 
started on this side of the Atlantic—the 
American Bible Society. 

In the past century and a half, well 
over 1,200,000,000 copies of the Word of 
God have been distributed by the differ- 
ent Bible societies in more than 900 
languages. About 15 per cent of these 
were complete Bibles, the rest Testa- 
ments and portions. 

The British and Foreign Bible Society 
was not only the first, it is still the larg- 
est of the twenty-four national Bible 
societies that make up the United Bible 
Societies. The Americans now have more 
missionaries in the field and contribute 
more to missions, but in their gifts to 
their Bible society they have not been 
so generous. Canada donates nearly 
three times as much per capita as does 
the United States. 

It is interesting to note that in strife- 
torn Colombia in 1952, 172,000 copies

of the Scriptures were distributed. It 
was the largest distribution since the 
persecution began in 1948. The sale of 
whole Bibles (8,531) and New Testa- 
ments (13,462) broke all previous rec- 
ords. Many of these were doubtless 
bought as replacements for Bibles de- 
stroyed by the persecutors. But the fact 
is that the Protestant movement has 
been gaining strength even in persecu- 
tion. 


TEAM Director Reports 

Japan is still wide open for missionary 
endeavor. So reports Dr. David H. John- 
son, general director of The Evangelical 
Alliance Mission. Johnson recently re- 
turned from a five-month trip to ten 
different countries. The opportunity in 
Japan is in great contrast to such lands 
as Colombia and Spain, where evangeli- 
cal Christians face persecution and hard- 
ship. “However,” he states, “in spite of 
persecution, the Church of Christ is 
going forward in Spain and many are 
being converted.” 

Johnson’s itinerary covered his mis- 
sion’s fields in Japan, Korea, Formosa, 
New Guinea, Hong Kong, India, the 
Tibet-Nepal border, Pakistan, France, 
Spain and Portugal. 

He said that of all the fields he visited, 
Formosa was the one most responsive 
to the gospel. He says that in part this 
is because so many refugees who have 
come from China and Mongolia are very 
discouraged, and they find great com- 
fort in the gospel message. 

France, on the other hand, reveals 
spiritual indifference. “The French peo- 
ple seem little concerned as to their 
eternal welfare,” says the mission direc- 
tor. “There are some who reveal an 
enthusiasm in favor of Communism. 
France is the largest consumer of alcohol 
per capita of all the nations. According 
to an article recently appearing in the 
Reader’s Digest, the alcoholic content of 
all beverages consumed annually amounts 
to 37 quarts per adult.” 

In Korea, the physical suffering is 
extreme, but Dr. Johnson found many 
earnest, praying Christians. 


Korean Notes 

This comes from a missionary born 
in Korea and recently returned to that 
land. 

“One of our dates was for a Bible club 
rally of all the Bible clubs in the city. 
There are 750 kids in them, and I 
counted close to 600 present for this rally. 
They were seated on the floor of the 
Second Church, in long rows across the 
church, and filling the place from front 
to back. 

“They were children of school age, 
sitting in perfect order. The meeting 
was an hour long, with a lot of singing, 
some of which fairly lifted the roof off. 
Yet not one kid punched his neighbor 
or kicked him. They are all children of 
poor families wheavould have no school- 
ing (for schooling is not automatic and 
compulsory) if itgwere not for the Bible 
club program. Here they get instruction 
and charactér training for three hours 
a day, five days a week, under the guid- 
ance of Bible institute and college stu- 
dents. 

“There are thousands of these children

in such clubs all over Korea today. This 


is one way the church is trying to reach 
the spiritual need of Korea’s citizens of 
tomorrow. 

“The church is growing, and the re- 
ports you have heard have not been 
exaggerated. But our great concern is 
that it will be a growth in spiritual 
quality as well as a growth in numbers 
won to Christ. Only so can the church 
play its needed part in the life of this 
new country.”

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HIS CONSTANT CONTROL 


nN Ephesians 5:18 we have “Be not 

drunk with wine, wherein is excess; 
put be filled with the Spirit.” There is 
no word for “with” before “wine” in the 
Greek text. The word “wine” is dative of 
reference. Dana and Mantey, in their 
Manual Grammar of the Greek New 
Testament, page 85, give as an illustra- 
tion of this function the statement, “We 
died with reference to sin” (Rom. 6:2), 
the word in the dative case defining the 
words “we died.” Paul was not speaking 
here of physical death, but the believer’s 
death to the evil nature. The word “wine” 
defines the words “be drunk.” One can 
become intoxicated with other things 
than strong drink. Paul was speaking 
here of intoxication caused by wine. 

The word “Spirit” is preceded by the 
preposition & (en), translated in the 
Authorized Version, “with.” The same 
authority gives an illustration of the 
word used with the instrumental case, 
“to kill by means of sword, famine, and 
death” (Rev. 13:10). The word in the 
instrumental case designates the thing 
through the instrumentality of which the 
action of the verb is accomplished. When 
the verb is in the passive voice, as it is 
here, the word in the instrumental case 
designates the agent through whose in- 
strumentality the action of the verb is 
accomplished. It is the Spirit who ac- 
complishes the “filling,” not that with 
which the saint is filled. The phrase 
“the infilling of the Spirit” is therefore 
misleading and not scriptural. The ex- 
panded translation reads, “Be ye con- 
stantly being filled by means of the 
Spirit.” 

But here the word “fill” takes on 
another meaning. In the case of wine 
we have a liquid which fills an empty 
receptacle; but the Holy Spirit is not a 
liquid to fill an empty receptacle, nor is 
the human heart an empty receptacle to 
be filled. The word here must be used in 
the sense of a control. For instance, 
“Stephen, a man full of faith and of the 
Holy Ghost” (Acts 6:5). Faith controlled 
Stephen. The Holy Spirit controlled Ste- 
phen. The interpretive translation reads, 
“Be ye constantly being controlled by 
the Spirit.” 

Thayer in his Greek-English Lexicon 
says: “Faith thoroughly permeated Ste- 
phen in the sense that it possessed or 
controlled him.” Of the expression “filled 
with fear” (Luke 5:26), he says: “What 
wholly takes possession of the mind is 
said to fill it.” Therefore, instead of 
saying, “One baptism and many fillings,” 
we should say of the ideal Christian life, 
“One baptism and His constant control.” 
The expression “many fillings” presup- 
poses a lack of yieldedness and the pres- 
ence of known sin in the life on frequent 
occasions, since these are the only causes 
of failure to be controlled by the Spirit. 
Who wants to live a life like that? The 
fullness of the Spirit, therefore, refers 
to the control of the Spirit over the 
yielded believer. END

Across the Roof of the World! 


Soon a group of six Nationalist offi- 
cials joined us, and on searching further 
the men found a stone hut. It was so 
low that no one could stand upright and 
the opening was so small that only one 
person could creep through at a time, 
but there was just enough room for all 
of us—eight adults and one baby. We 
found some dry animal excreta, and us- 
ing this as fuel, settled down after mid- 
night. Our baby was crying bitterly, 
but was comforted with a glass of warm 
milk. One of the officials who did not 
believe in God said, “Truly it was a mir- 
acle to find this place!” 


+ WHEN morning came and we resumed 
the journey, the horses still could not 
find their way properly through the 
rocks. My horse jumped over them one 
by one as I clutched his guide rope tightly 
with both hands. Then my husband’s 
horse attempted the same thing only to 
fall on his knees with my husband’s leg 
under him. The baby was pressed down 
with his face against the rough rocks as 
both man and horse struggled with all 
their strength. 

Neither the friend nor I could help, 
and it was some time before my husband 
could work around to where he could 
push the horse up. Both my husband and 
I thought the baby had suffocated, but 
many thanks to our Saviour who saved 
that little life. When I picked him up, 
his face was cut and bleeding. He cried 
and vomited, but he was perfectly all 
right later on. 

After this experience, we walked over 
the rocky place with great difficulty and 
came to a high spot. There we found 
that we were off the route. On the other 
side of the river was a smooth path. We 
crossed the river, which was frozen, and 
traveled on easily toward Moorkhoon, 
the first rest stop of Pakistan Agency. 


+ On the day we left Moorkhoon I had 
my fourth fall from the horse, the worst 
of them all. We were riding along a 
river below a steep cliff when a dog 
began to chase sheep on top of the cliff.

A stone was kicked down and hit the 
back of our luggage horse, which was 
tied to mine. Frightened, he jumped up 
and ran, and my horse did the same. 

I was thrown off, but my feet were 
caught in the loops of rope which formed 
the stirrups. I was wearing thick woo] 
boots and could not get loose. For about 
200 yards I was dragged between the 
two horses. Once they stopped, but be- 
fore I could free myself, they became 
frightened again and I was dragged al- 
most another 200 yards, and finally 
dropped on the ground as the horses 
ran off. 

All this time nobody could help, 
though my husband was watching. His 
horse was following mine and was badly 
frightened, but he kept it in control, 
holding the guide rope in one hand and 
steadying the baby in his lap with the 
other. 

Through the whole race I was con- 
scious. I knew my head was knocking 
along the rocks on the path and my back 
was rubbing on the rough sandy road. 
When my husband came to me, I was al- 
ready up and sitting beside the road. I 
had a terrific headache and my back 
pained unbearably. Two swellings were 
on my head, one bleeding badly and my 
back was bruised, but I was safe. I do 
thank our Lord. 

After crossing another mountain we 
entered a small kingdom in northeast 
Kashmir, where we traveled for ten days, 
climbing and slipping. But the hard part 
of our journey was over. Late in Novem- 
ber we arrived in Pakistan, where we sold 
our horses, checked our passports, and 
continued our way by train and plane. 
After some time we were able to come 
to the United States. 

The journey is one we will never for- 
get. We know it would have been impos- 
sible if God had not given us strength 
and if He had not many times rescued 
us from danger. We had walked through 
the valley of the shadow of death, but 
God had been with us. His rod and His 
staff had comforted us, and we were safe. 
We praise His name. END

Another decision concerns life work. 
This too must be decided in God's will. 
But how well God’s plan for one’s life 
work can be carried out depends on the 
third decision.

Reviewing Sunday School Lessons 


by Sylvia Mattson 


arenes Sunday school teachers find 
it difficult to think of new methods 
for reviewing Sunday school lessons. 
Here are a few ideas that might prove 
helpful: 

Guess My Name. The teacher selects 
Bible characters who have appeared in 
the lessons during the quarter. She gives 
as many clues as are necessary for the 
pupils to guess the character. 

Objects. Sometimes the material in 
the quarter teaches Bible truths without 
the use of characters. Thus, the teacher 
cannot use the character guessing game, 
but can use one dealing with objects. 
Select objects that illustrate the lessons. 
Hold these objects, one at a time, before 
the class. Here are some suggestions: 

Christ the light of the world (a candle 
or flashlight). 

Christians being the salt of the earth 
(salt shaker). 

A lesson on Christian growth (a plant). 

Pictures. The teacher selects pictures 
that illustrate the lessons. 

Same difference. The teacher selects 


words or thoughts in the lessons that 
have opposite meaning. The class guesses 
what word or thought she had in mind. 
Here are a few: 


Weak—Strong. 
Hindrance—Help. 
Deceit—Truthfulness. 
Doubt—Belief. 
Sinner—Christian. 


Questions. The teacher asks the pupils 
to select questions during the week and 
these are brought to class on Sunday. 
They are put in a question box from 
which the pupils draw. If a question is 
missed, it is returned to the box. 

True and False. The lessons are re- 
viewed by means of true and false state- 
ments. These are typed on small pieces 
of paper and laid face downward on the 
table. A pupil picks up a slip and must 
answer “true” or “false.” 

Reviewing the lessons is an important 
part of the work of the quarter. Teachers 
should always make this lesson inter- 
esting and instructive. Enp

ee children to put into practice 
= the lessons taught each week pre- 
sents a constant challenge to a Sunday 
school teacher. It is easy to talk about 
the joy of giving; it is not easy to make 
the idea appealing enough to make the 
children want to give. There are various 
ways of developing the “will to give.” 
Here is one suggestion in the form of 
books to be made and given for a spe- 
cific purpose. 

The use of church hymnals by children 
in the younger departments of the Sun- 
day school is often discouraged. The 
books are easily soiled or torn, and they 
are heavy for children to hold. Of course, 
special songbooks can be bought by the 
church for use in the Sunday school 
departments. A solution that would mean 
more to primary and junior children, 
however, is for them to make their own 
books and give them to the department. 
They can be made over a period of time 
on Sunday mornings before the Sunday 
school hour begins. 

Washable wallpaper may be used to 
cover cardboard backs. For untearable 
pages, inexpensive, stiff upholstery fabric 
is cut to the desired size. On every other

page is pasted a page cut from an old 
songbook no longer used. Then each 
child brings pictures—from Sunday 
school papers, calendars, magazines. 
These are selected to illustrate as far as 
possible the song on the opposite page. 
The books are then given to the depart- 
ment needing them. 

The desire to give can be broadened to 
include others by making a class book 
that can be given to a sick class member 
or to a ward or room in a children’s 
hospital. 

Here again a piece of cardboard is 
used as the cover for a book large enough 
to fit the Sunday school papers. The 
cover may be painted a bright color or 
covered with wallpaper or decorated with 
pictures. The edges are then bound with 
colored gummed cloth tape and holes 
punched to fit the papers that are to be 
enclosed. 

Just before the close of each class 
session the teacher asks for one paper 
for the class book. The name of the 
child whose paper is given is written on 
a chart. This continues until the “book” 
is as large as desired. When it is finished, 
circle-rings are inserted in the _ holes. 
The teacher anticipates with the class 
the joy and thankfulness of the person 
or group receiving it. And each child 
remembers his own special share in giv- 
ing. 

This idea may be adapted in other 
ways. For example, a recipe book may 
be made for a Mother’s Day gift, or a 
memo book for a Father’s Day gift.

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CHANCES AND GAMBLING 

Is it wrong in the light of Bible 
teaching to buy chances? Is a church 
justified in selling chances to raise 
money ?—H.S., Champaign, Ill. 

The whole moral and ethical tone of 
the Bible as well as the principles of the 
life of faith leave absolutely no doubt 
that it is wrong to buy chances on any- 
thing. Certainly no church should en- 
gage in such a practice to raise money. 

Merely the application of the princi- 
ple in Romans 14:23 that the Christian 
should not engage in a practice about 
which he is doubtful would rule out the 
buying or selling of chances for most 
Christians. The same is true of the fact 
that spiritually minded Christians do not 
engage in it. However more specific rea- 
sons might be cited. 

Buying a chance is a form of gambling, 
and there is scarcely a more dangerous 
and soul-destroying vice than gambling. 
Buying a chance is in reality an attempt 
to get something for nothing. This is 
certainly a form of covetousness, which 
is a deadly sin (Ex. 20:17). For a church 
to practice gambling is to disparage the 
Spirit of God, to degrade faith and to 
lower itself in the eyes of the world.

TRIBE OF DAN IN REVELATION 7 

I have noticed in reading Revelation 
7, which lists the tribes of Israel in 
verses 5-8, that the tribe of Dan is 
omitted. Is there a reason for this?— 
C.S.H.. New York 

Various reasons are given for the omis- 
sion of both the tribe of Dan and the 
tribe of Ephraim in this passage of 
Scripture, although Joseph appears to 
be substituted for Ephraim. The view 
of many ancient Jewish rabbis and other 
commentators, based on Genesis 49:17, 
that Antichrist is to arise from the tribe 
of Dan, is not convincing. Genesis 49:17 
does not mean or suggest that. 

The 144,000 mentioned in Revelation 7 
are a special election of confessors and 
witnesses of Christ, “sealed” to preserva- 
tion through the period of the Great 
Tribulation. It may be, as some suggest, 
that Dan and Ephraim are omitted from 
such a list because they appear to have 
been more guilty of idolatry in the past

They are mentioned as having 
their portion in the land during the Mil- 
lennium (Ezek. 48:1-7, 23-35), and their 
names are among the original twelve in- 
scribed on the gates of the city.

DELIVERED TO SATAN 

What is meant in I Corinthians 5:5 
by the words, “to deliver such a one 
unto Satan for the. destruction of the 
flesh” ?—R.E., Minnesota 

Some have considered these words to 
be a solemn mode of stating a sentence 
of excommunication from the church, 
since the person out of the church was 
considered to be at the mercy of Satan. 

It is more likely, however, that excom- 
munication alone and merely considering 
such a one, as a result, a subject of 
Satan’s dominion is not sufficient to ex- 
plain the force of this expression. The 
unusual terms employed seem to point to 
some extraordinary measure and an ex- 
ceptional case of discipline (see also 
I Tim. 1:20). A severe physical punish- 
ment is probably meant here. It is quite 
possible that in the early Church when 
miraculous powers were present not only 
to heal, but also to inflict (II Cor. 10:8; 
13:10; Acts 5:5, 9, 10; 13:10, 11), sucha 
physical punishment could have been 
imposed. 

The apostle here appears to formally 
and Officially decree an assembly which 
in the power of the Lord Jesus Christ is 
to pass such a sentence. “Destruction’’ 
of the flesh here, then, is more than its 
mortification in a moral sense. but a 
severe bodily ill, corresponding to and 
commensurate with the enormity and 
vileness of the offense committed, that 
through it the spirit should be spared.

CAIN AND ABEL 

Were Cain and Abel necessarily the 
first children of Adam and Eve? I have 
heard the idea advanced that they were 
twins. Is this so? 

Cain and Abel may not necessarily 
have been the first children of Adam and 
Eve, but there is everything about the 
narrative to indicate that they were, nor 
would it be necessary for the Bible to 
state it in so many words for us to under- 
stand it so. What would be more likely 






in the very first family of the human 
race than to mention the names of the 
firstborn ones! What else can explain 
the remarkable words of Eve (Gen. 4:1) 
upon the birth of Cain than that in him, 
as the firstborn child of the race, she 
should see a token (if not, to her, the 
realization) of the first great Messianic 
promise of the Bible, the promised seed 
of Genesis 3:15. And certainly it would 
seem necessary to explain the univer- 
sal presence of sin in the human race 
through Adam’s fall that its effect should 
be seen in the very firstborn. 

The notion that Cain and Abel were 
twins is by no means new, having been 
advanced by the medieval Jewish com- 
mentator Kimchi. It is based partly upon 
the omission of the word conceive in 
connection with the birth of Abel, and 
partly upon the Hebrew words translated 
“and again she bare.” But Hebrew usage 
does not warrant such an understanding. 
In fact, it rather favors the opposite. As 
for the omission of the word “conceive,” 
this is true also of many other births in 
the Old Testament (Gen. 4:20-22, etc.). 
If upon this basis we are to conclude 
that Cain and Abel were twins, we might 
just as well suppose that Dinah and 
Zebulun were twins (Gen. 30:19-21). The 
word for twins found in other passages 
is not found here, as might be expected 
if it had been so. The notion is without 
basis of support and the sense of the 
passage is against it.

MEANING OF AMEN 


What is the meaning of the word 
“Amen”? Where and when is it prop- 
erly used?—E.H., Chicago, Ill. 

“Amen” is a Hebrew word. Its root in 
the simpliest form means “to nourish,” 
and it is interesting to note that its first 
two letters form the Hebrew word for 
mother. In the passive form, it means 
“to be firm” or “steadfast.’”’ When it is 
stated that Moses’ hands were steady 
(Exod. 17:12), it is the Hebrew word 
“Amen” that is thus rendered; Moses’ 
hands were “firm” or “faithful” to stay 
up. The same word is translated “sta- 
bility” in Isaiah 33:6. In still another 
form it means “to regard as established 
or true,” and. therefore, “to believe.” This 
is its most general use and rendering. 

In Deuteronomy 28:66 it is translated 
“to have assurance” and in many other 
places “to trust.” In one of its forms it 
is translated “faith” (Hab. 2:4), although 
here it could also be rendered “faithful- 
ness.” It is thus used of God’s faithful- 
ness, although the Authorized Version 
weakly renders this “truth” as in Psalm 
33:4. 

When it is said that Abraham believed 
God (Gen. 15:6), the word used is a form 
of “Amen.” The meaning is that in 
effect Abraham said, “Verily, it is estab- 
lished; I can depend upon it; God is 
faithful.” This was in connection with 
the seemingly impossible of which the 
apostle Paul said of him, “Who in hope 
believed [said Amen] against hope... 
he wavered not through unbelief, but 
waxed strong through faith (Rom. 4:18, 
20, A.S.V.); that is, he was strong in his 
Amen. 

As expressing strong affirmation or 
assent, its use now is chiefly liturgical, 
and was taken over by the Church from 
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ancient Jewish ritual (see Psalms). It 
may certainly be used more freely and 
informally as faith’s enthusiastic re- 
sponse to public prayer and preaching 
and testimony, but always with regard 
to appropriateness. 


+. + + 
NUMBERS IN SCRIPTURE 


What is the meaning of the digits 
and the numbers forty and seventy in 
the Bible? —B.M.M., Chicago, IIl. 

There are differences of opinion, but 
perhaps the following will give a gen- 
eral idea. One expresses, of course, the 
idea of unity. Three sets forth fullness 
of manifestation and realization, and is 
used largely of God. Four stands for 
universality in connection with the earth. 
It also suggests testing. Seven speaks of 
God’s covenant of grace (the word seven 
in Hebrew means to swear or make an 
oath). Suggestive here is the sum of 
three and four. Three and one-half may 
stand for the dividing or breaking of a 
covenant. Ten is the number of fullness 
or completion (or, as some think, indefi- 
nite magnitude)—ten plagues; ten com- 
mandments; ten horns; one thousand 
years (10x10x10) of Millennium. So five 
may stand for limitation, incompleteness. 

Twelve suggests the redeemed, both in 
regard to Israel and the Church; thus 
twelve tribes, apostles, gates, founda- 
tions, etc. (Rev. 21:12). Suggestive here 
is the product of three and four. Sir 
may be the number of man as unre- 
deemed, and not entered into the rest or 
covenant betokened by seven. As half of 
twelve it may mean that which simulates 
but is opposed to the Church, and for 
false worship. Eight denotes resurrection 
or a new beginning. Forty, as the product 
of four and ten, stands for fullness of 
experience, testinz, and human failure. 
Seventy, as the product of seven and ten, 
may stand for the fullest accomplishment 
of God’s purpose both in judgment and 
mercy.

DISCOVERING GOD’S WILL 


“There is a way which seemeth right 
unto a man, but the end thereof are the 
ways of death” (Prov. 14:12). We cannot 
always depend on “it seemeth good to 
me” to be the sure way. Man is so con- 
stituted that he dare not trust his own 
judgment as utterly dependable. In num- 
bers we often feel we find the right 
answer. But even here we dare not be 
absolutely sure. 

We must learn what the early Church 
learned—“it seemed good to the Holy 
Ghost, and to us” (Acts 15:28). This 
principle indicates two basic matters of 
extreme importance in regard to guid- 
ance. First, we cannot discover and do 
the will of God alone. It must be the 
Christian and the Holy Ghost. Second, 
we can discover and do the will of God 
with the aid of the Holy Ghost. His 
presence in us and His ministry to us 
makes the difference. And oh, what an 
important difference it is. May God 
teach us to be led of the Spirit in every- 
thing. As Paul says in Romans 8:14, 
“for as many as are led by the Spirit of 
God, they are the sons of God.”

MEMORY SELECTION: A new com- 
mandment I give unto you, That ye love 
one another; as I have loved you, that 
ye also love one another.—John 13:34 


The “new” commandment of our lesson 
is in one sense as old as God Himself, 
for it is the commandment of love, and 
“God is love.” But the new application 
which our Lord gave to it made it bright 
with a holy light, and the example He 
gave of love in action made it new indeed. 

We need just such a message today, 
for the idea of love has in many instances 
become something very sordid and at 
the best merely something “romantic,” 
meaning silly sentiment. When we come 
to know Christ and learn what He means 
by love, ah, then we really come to know 
what love does mean. The great and 
crying need is for love manifested in 
service to a needy world and in witness 
to the love of God in Christ for a sinful 
humanity. 

To fully appreciate the teaching of 
our lesson we must consider the entire 
two chapters 13 and 14. The setting is 
one of contrast, for we note with regret 
that on the very eve of the crucifixion, 
almost in the shadow of the cross, the 
disciples had fallen into a very sad 
argument about who should be the 
greatest. 

Thus they entered the hall where they 
were to observe the feast and companion- 
ship in God’s service, bitter and upset, 
in a spirit of strife, and so they neg- 
lected to wash one another’s feet. In a 
rich man’s home a servant would have 
been present to do it, but since there 
was no servant they should have done it. 
But no one would humble himself, and 
so the Son of God became their servant. 
He did it with love’ and kindness, to set 
them an example of how 


I. Love Works (13:12-17) 

Jesus knew and taught them that real 
greatness proves itself in willingness to 
humbly meet the need of humanity. It 
was like Jesus to take the place of a 
servant, and it is like Him to do the 
loving and compassionate thing for men 
today. 

When He resumed His place at the 
table, Jesus found a humbled and 
ashamed group of men ready to have 
driven home to their hearts the powerful 
meaning of the example which had just 
been set before them. 

They called Him Lord and Master, and 
He accepted that recognition as being 
proper. But now He had set them a 
pattern of greatness through lowly serv- 
ice. They had clearly sensed the rebuke 
thus administered in love, so He spoke

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only of the positive side of the truth, 
pointing out that if they were His fol- 
lowers they must do just what He had 
done. 

We need that emphasis today, for men 
are willing to admit that following Christ 
means sacrificial service—but, if you 
please, for someone else. We need a 
revival of social consciousness of the 
church, a concern about the poor and 
needy, a willingness to serve broken 
humanity for Christ’s sake. 

Remember Jesus conditioned His bless- 
ing on the doing of the thing rather than 
the hearing of the Word. James 1:22 
makes clear that the hearer of the Word 
who is not a doer of it has only deceived 
himself. What folly! Why go on in 
that way? 

Now observe that one of the great 
reasons for the importance of a love 
that works is that such 


II. Love Witnesses (13:34, 35) 

It was a new commandment our Lord 
gave as He declared the love of God to 
be the touchstone of all that is beautiful 
and real in the Christian life. Love makes 
all things new, in the home, in the school, 
in social life, in business, in the church. 
It brings the fresh breath of heaven into 
the staleness and selfishness of life. 

All this leads to the vital truth of 
verse 35, that such,love between brethren 
is the outstanding witness to the world. 
As men see true and sacrificial love 
shown between Christians, they are 
drawn to Christ and the church. 

The opposite is also true. Division and 
strife among believers quickly become 
known to the world and are the ground 
for their scornful rejection of the truth 
which Christians profess to believe and 
which they ask the world to accept. We 
surely cannot apply the gospel remedy 
to a strife-torn world while we are en- 
gaged in unlovely battles with one an- 
other. 

Now 
truth— 


III. Love Obeys (14:21-24) 

Against the dark background of the 
revelation of the treachery of Judas 
Iscariot (13:21-27) and of the coming 
defection of Peter who had just spoken 
great words of loyalty (13:35-38), our 
Lord presents a truth to which we give 
ready consent, but which all too often 
we do not put into practice, namely, that 
true love to Christ will be shown by 
obedience to His commandments. 

Love must carry with it the ccrollary 
of obedience, for to profess love without 
obedience is to parade before the world 
an obvious contradiction, in fact, a denial 
of one’s professed faith. 

It is well to look at the converse side 
of this truth, for it is also declared that 
he that does not love God is the one who 
disobeys Him. That classifies men who 
are not submissive to God’s command- 
ments as men who do not love Him, no 


consider another tremendous 


matter what their professions or creeds 
or church memberships. It is a decisive 
test, yes, and a beautiful one too, for it 
is based on the love of God. 

The depth and the breadth of this 
lesson are quite beyond our ability to 
express in words, but we can express 
them in our lives, by His grace and bless- 
ing. 





March 28 
Jesus Strengthens His 
Disciples 
John 16:1-13 


MEMORY SELECTION: When he, the 
Spirit of truth, is come, he will guide 
you into all truth—John 16:13 


Our Lord was gracious to and thought- 
ful of His disciples, who were soon to be 
left without His leadership in the human 
sense. He took time with them to pre- 
pare them for the perilous days which 
were ahead by turning their thoughts to 
the spiritual comfort and strength which 
was to be their constant portion through 
the ministry of the Holy Spirit. The 
entire section, John 14-17, is devoted to 
the account of His helpful ministry. We 
have chapter 16 before us today, and 
chapter 17 next week, but do not fail 
to read chapters 14 and 15 in prepara- 
tion for these lessons 

Our Lord was well aware that the 
time had come for His death, resurrec- 
tion and ascension into heaven. He 
would not permit His own to be left 
without a strong guide and helper. So 
He assures them that the Holy Spirit, 
the third member of the blessed Trinity, 
who had been at work since the begin- 
ning but had hitherto come and gone 
using various individuals as His instru- 
ments, was now to come as the abiding 
presence, to dwell in their souls. 

That promise was to us as well as to 
them (see I Cor. 6:19, 20), hence this 
lesson has definite and personal applica- 
tion to us as we note that by the min- 
istry of the Holy Spirit (vv. 5-7) God’s 
children are 


I. Kept from Stumbling (v. 1) 

There are sO many temptations and 
trials, the constant pressure from the 
world, the flesh and the devil, all de- 
signed to break down the high stand- 
ards of the believer, that we surely do 
need help from God. 

Note that the enemies of our souls are 
too skillful in their approach to expect 
a believer to fall at once into sin. The 
strategy is to make him stumble until 
he has come to accept the stumbling, 
and then to lead him to the fall. 

There are the little compromises in 
thought and deed, conformity to social 
customs, loose talk about moral stand- 
ards, a “social” drink, a “white” lie (as 
if there were such a thing)—all these 
are stumblings which lead to a fall. 

The thing to do is to meet sin with 
the power of the Holy Spirit before it 
gets beyond its first stages, deal with it 
and put it away. It is the will of our 
blessed Lord that we “should not be 
caused to stumble,” remember that. And 
so we are 


II. Kept from Fear (vv. 2-4) 
Knowing full well the persecutions 
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that were to come to His children, not 
only in that first little group of dis- 
ciples, but down through the ages, He ; y 
gives assurance that they and we need ‘ is 

not fear. 

The presence of God in the person of 
the Holy Spirit gives the believer an 
almost unbelievable poise and dignity 
as he meets the persecutions of this 
world. Has it not been the marvel of 
all ages that men and women could 
stand up for Christ against the hottest 
fires of hatred and violence. We think 
not only of the persecutions of New 
Testament times, but down through the 
Roman period, the days of the Inquisi- 
tion, the slaughter of the Huguenots and 
countless others, and also of the experi- 
ences of recent years, yes, of today, 
behind the Iron Curtain and the Bam- 
boo Curtain. Missionaries of the cross 
and native Christians have distinguished 
themselves for their faithfulness even 
unto death. 

The end is not yet; it may well be 
that we shall personally need to remem- 
ber these comforting words of our Lord 
within our own lifetime. Let us pray 
that we may be

One of the great ministries of the 
Holy Spirit is to deal with the sin of 
the unsaved, and hence it is the mark 
of a true believer and of a true church 
of Christ that it is the constant and 
ready medium through which the Holy 
Spirit may carry on this work of con- 
viction and judgment. Any church, 
preacher, or believer who has lost this 
message has lost the very reason for 
existing, and has made compromise with 
the world. 

Note the comprehensive and heart- 
piercing nature of this ministry. There 
is conviction of sin, which is “any want 
of conformity to or transgression of the 
law of God.” But God is concerned 
about the lack of righteousness as well 
as the presence of sin. This is the awful 
thing about sin—it rejects the righteous- 
ness which God offers in Christ. 

That can lead only to judgment. That 
message needs to be constantly stressed, 
but in the right way. Men fear judg- 
ment. God must bring it to bear on the 
unrepentant. But note that He has done 
something about even that, for He has 
dealt with and won a victory over Satan,

The truth of God is open to the be- 
liever, ready to be revealed by the Holy 
Spirit as He guides believers into all 
truth. That relieves the anxiety of heart 
and mind which so plagues mankind. 

Notice that He is to make known the 
things to come. Men’s hearts fail them 
for fear of what is to be—but the be- 
liever knows, on the basis of God's 
Word as illumined by the Holy Spirit. 
What a wonderful thing it is to be a 
Christian! 





April 4 
Jesus’ Intercessory Prayer 
John 17:9-23 


MEMORY SELECTION: And whatso- 
ever ye shall ask in my name, that will 
I do, that the Father may be glorified 
in the Son.—John 14:13 

He prayed for us! Yes, He prayed for 
me! Could anything be more blessed 
and encouraging. The voice of the Son 
of God was raised in audible prayer; 
for while He spoke most intimately with 
the Father as His only begotten Son, 
He prayed aloud that His disciples might 
hear and be blessed by His prayer. 

He who by act and example had taught 
them loving service (John 13), and had 
given them words of comfort and assur- 
ance (John 14-16), now prayed the “one 
mediator between God and men” (I Tim. 
2:5). He prayed for Himself, He prayed 
for His disciples, He prayed for us (John 
17:20). 

As we consider this doubly sacred por- 
tion we sense that it was a real inter- 
cessory prayer for the church, those who 
believed on Him and were to be His 
witnesses in the world. Although we 
already have before us more than we 
can adequately cover, we must add the 
first eight verses of the chapter, for 
they bring before us 


I, The Lord of the Church (vv. 1-8) 

He looked up and at once declared the 
close relationship between Him and God 
as He said so simply “Father.” How 
blessed to recall that we by faith share 
in that intimate relationship. It has 
been well said that 


“Near, so very near to God, 
Nearer I cannot be; 

For in the person of His Son 
I am as near as He.” 


Christ recognized that His “hour” had 
come when He was to work out redemp- 
tion for all mankind—the ultimate in 
the expression of God’s love. He had 
given His disciples the words of eternal 
life (v. 8). He had manifested and mag- 
nified the name of the Father among 
men (v. 6) and some had believed (v. 8), 
and now He who had laid aside His 
heavenly prerogatives and laid down His 
glory to be our Saviour (Phil. 2:7, 8) 
was ready to take up that glory again. 

His prayer for Himself was answered, 
and He now sits at the right hand of 
the Father in heaven. What a glorious 
Lord we have in the Church, by which 
we mean all true believers. As we look 
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at Him we realize that His glory must 
be revealed by us in holy living. 


Il. The Life of the Church (vv. 9-16) 

Believers are in the world, but they 
are not to be of the world. Holiness (a 
word from which even believers have 
tended to shy away) is a beautiful, nor- 
mal and effective expression of the grace 
of God in a wicked and adulterous 
generation. 

Thoughtful men of our day, even 
though not directly concerned with re- 
ligious or Christian principles, are utterly 
appalled at the low standards which 
prevail. Immorality is on every hand 
and is accepted without objection, yes, 
even in what should be the better circles 
of society. Drinking has become a major 
problem, with our country overrun by 
alcoholics; and yet the liquor interests 
are tolerated, in fact, encouraged. Juve- 
nile delinquency has reached a horrify- 
ing stage through parental neglect. Na- 
tions are at one another’s throats and 
quite unashamed of their selfishness. 

In such a world our Lord prays that 
His own may be kept by the Father in 
holiness of life. In a world that hates 
them, they are to live a clean, pure life, 
with love and concern for their enemies’ 
souls. This they can do if they will fully 
entrust their lives to Him. He gives 
them the power and grace to so live. 


III. The Power of the Church (vv. 17- 
19) 

Sanctification is not just a word to 
express a theological concept, it is a 
reality in the life of the believer. It is 
both a crisis and a process, an act and 
a continuing secret of life. 

To be sanctified means to be “set 
apart” from common or secular use to 
a high and sacred calling. Jesus had 
guarded them while He was with them 
(v. 12). Now they must have the sancti- 
fying power of the truth of God like a 
garrision around their souls. 

Truth is of the utmost importance, for 
we live in a world which “lieth in wick- 
edness” (I John 5:19), that is, in the 
power of the wicked one, he who is the 
father of lies and of all liars (read John 
8:42-44). We who believe in Christ can 
not only meet this horrible situation for 
ourselves, but we are to go out and de- 
liver others in the name of Jesus (v. 20). 
That is our calling, our mission in this 
world—in the holiness and power of His 
truth. 

Now there remains a precious word 
from our Lord as He stresses 


: IV. The Unity of the Church (vv. 20- 
23) 

His concern is that His people shall 
recognize their oneness with Him and 
with one another. As His people thus 
show their unity of heart and life before 
the world, they bear the most effective 
kind of witness for Him (vv. 21, 23). 

Note that this is not some kind of 
forced ecclesiastical unity, or a oneness 
brought about by compromise of the 
truth. There are those who advocate 
such a unity, but the power of God 
would be missing from it. 

Believers may be of many denomina- 
tions and groups, but all who belong to 
Christ by faith in His shed blood, and 
honor His Word and obey it, are one in 
Him. This includes all believers in Christ

John 19:17-30 
MEMORY SELECTION: And I, if I be 
lifted up from the earth, will draw all 
men unto me.—John 12:32 

The greatest event in all history took 
place on this the darkest day recorded 
on its many dark pages. For here the 
hatred and unbelief of men reached its 
highest point in the hour when they 
crucified our Lord. But in that same 
dark moment the light of redemption 
broke forth upon a people that sat in 
the darkness of sin, as He cried, “It is 
finished.” 

We cannot in our limited space hope 
to plumb the depths nor explore the 
heights of the truth here revealed, but 
we shall want to stand in awe and 
wonder as we center our thinking on sev- 
eral points which we shall express in 
the words of Scripture. 

For the first of these, which concerns 
the betrayal of our Lord, we shall have 
to go outside our printed lesson and note 
in the previous chapter that 


I. “Judas ... Betrayed Him” (18:5) 

The depth of failure and disloyalty 
revealed in the act of Judas shocks us, 
but if we look carefully into our own 
wayward hearts we shall see the well- 
nigh unbelievable possibilities of a heart 
apart from the grace of God. The 
prophet Jeremiah was right when he 
said, “The heart is deceitful above all 
things, and desperately wicked: who can 
know it?” (Jer. 17:9). 

Judas betrayed our Lord into the 
hands of religious but wicked men, and 
ultimately they brought Him to Gol- 
gotha, “the place of a skull,” and 


: Il. “There They Crucified Him” (19: 
8) 

Men made a Calvary, and there they 
crucified the Lord of glory. Between two 
malefactors, He died for you and for me. 
He gave His life for us; but that in no 
way relieved those who betrayed and 
killed Him of their terrific guilt. 

What a scene! The.siniess Son of 
God, the hard and unpenitent robber 
and the penitent one who found his way 
to Paradise in that hour. Is it not a 
picture of the world as it stands today. 
We who believe now offer to men the 
forgiving Redeemer. Some believe, and 
others turn away in callous unbelief. 
Let us not fail to be faithful in declar- 
ing that here at the cross “God was in 
Christ, reconciling the world unto him- 
self” (II Cor. 5:19). 

Even in His death He received unex- 
pected recognition that He was 


Ill. “The King of the Jews” (19:19) 
Pilate may have written in scorn, to 
bait these troublesome Jews, but he wrote 





better than he knew when he designated 
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Jesus as the Messiah—the King who is 
yet to reign when He comes again to 
this world. 

It is significant that the inscription 
was written in three languages: in He- 
prew, the language of the religious world; 
in Greek, the speech of literature and 
the arts; and in Latin, which spoke for 
the Roman law and government. It 
reflects once again the breadth of our 
Lord’s relationship and influence. There 
is no realm of man’s endeavor untouched 
by the thing which took place at Cal- 
vary, and more specifically, by the One 
who hung on that cross. 

All this was in the plan of God, for 
it came to pass 


IV. “That the Scriptures Might Be 
Fulfilled” (19:23) 

Directly, these words do refer to the 
casting of lots for the seamless garment 
of our Lord and the division of His gar- 
ments. The reference is to Psalm 22:18 
with its marvelous prophetic picture of 
the crucifixion. But these words can 
properly be applied to the whole story 
of the crucifixion, for it was all in the 
plan and purpose of God. 

He had provided for the sin problem 
of man in His eternal counsels (Eph. 
1:4; Rev. 13:8) “before the foundation 
of the world.” It was no accident that 
took place at Calvary, and not just an 
incident in world history; it was the 
unfolding of God’s eternal purpose. 

Now we note a remarkably tender 
scene recorded for our instruction and 
edification, as we see that even on the 
cross our Lord had concern for His 
mother, and as He committed her to 
the care of John, He said 


V. “Behold Thy Son” (19:26) 

The sword had pierced the heart of 
Mary, even as Simeon had prophesied 
(Luke 2:35). She stood at the cross and 
watched Him die, her boy whose future 
had seemed so bright, and concerning 
whom she had hidden hopes in her 
heart (see Luke 2:19). There He hung, 
forsaken and alone. It is a_ tender, 
human touch which reveals Jesus’ con- 
cern for her in His hour of agony and 
trial. We might well learn of Him. 

Now we come to the most important 
truth in our lesson as we read that Jesus 
cried out 


VI. “It Is Finished” (19:30) 

We learn from Matthew 27:50 that 
this was not the faltering cry of one 
who was at the end of his strength, for 
He cried “with a loud voice.” It was not 
the despairing wail of a victim, but the 
triumphant shout of the victor. 

He had completed the work of re- 
demption, of reconciliation, of atone- 
ment. The Lamb of God had met the 
penalty of your sin and mine, and the 
work was finished. It is our business to 
declare it to all mankind. It’s good 
news!

A Runaway Preacher

OME TIME after Elisha had begun work- 
ing for the Lord, Jer-o-bo-am the 
Second began to rule over the ten 
tribes of Israel. He did many things 

that were wrong and caused the people 
and nation of Israel to sin. The Lord saw 
all that went on and He saw a prophet 
named Jonah in Gath-he-pher (II Kings 
14:25), near the little town of Nazareth. 

He said to Jonah, “Arise, go to Nin-e- 
veh, that great city and cry against it; for 
their wickedness is come before me.” 

Now Nineveh was a big city, capital of 
Assyria and the politicians in it were be- 
ginning to tax the people of Israel. 

Although Jonah was a prophet of the 
Lord, he did not want to make that long 
trip of over 500 miles and he did not want 
to speak against the wicked people there. 
So to the seaport of Joppa he went, 
southwest instead of northeast. He paid 
his way on a boat to Tar-shish, perhaps a 
place in Spain or maybe Tar-sus in Ci- 
lic-i-a where Paul was born many years 
later. 

Running away had made Jonah very 
tired, so he went to sleep when he got on 
the boat. As he lay down to sleep he prob- 
ably thought that no one would catch up 
with him now. 


+ Wuie Jonah slept, a great storm 
began rocking the boat. It tossed back 
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and forth on the high sea until the sailors 
thought it would break in two. First it 
creaked and then it cracked; the sailors 
threw some of their load into the sea to 
make the boat lighter. Never could they 
remember such a storm! 

Every man prayed to his own heathen 
god for help, for no one of the crew knew 
the true God of Israel. Then the captain 
found Jonah lying asleep. How could any- 
one sleep in such a storm? 

The captain called, “What do you 
mean, O sleeper? Arise, call upon your 
God, if God will think upon us so we shall 
not drown.” The captain could tell Jonah 
was from Israel. 


+ JoNAH sat up. Oh, what a storm! The 
ship rolled harder than ever, but how 
could Jonah pray to his God? He had run 
away from God. Would God answer his 
prayer? 

Bigger waves came over the side of the 
boat. Finally the sailors knew that their 
boat could not last much longer. They 
crowded together and wondered what had 
caused such a terrible storm. Was there 
an evil person on board? If so, they 
should find out who it was. So they prob- 
ably got pebbles or smooth stones which 
they carried to cast lots. They would have 
markings on each one to show to whom it 
belonged. The stones were put in some 
kind of container and shaken. The first 
one to fall out would mark the person 
guilty of bringing the storm down upon 
them. You can run away from people, but 
God can follow you and make a way to 
bring you around to be sorry for your sin 
(Ps. 139:7-12). 

When the lots were cast, God saw to it 
that Jonah’s marker was the one. There 
Jonah stood as the man who had brought 
misery to these men. 

The sailors were angry and wanted to 
know everything about Jonah. He knew 
that he was on the spot, so he told them 
that he was a Hebrew, and believed in 
God, and that he had run away from the 
Lord. 

“What shall we do to you, that the sea 
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may be calm?” asked the sailors. 

Jonah knew that the Lord had followed 
him. If he could get away from the ship, 
at least the ship would be saved. 

He said, “Take me up, and cast me into 
the sea; so shall the sea be calm to you: I 
know that for my sake this great storm 
has come upon you.” 


+ OF course, the sailors did not want to 
throw a man overboard. Heathen men as 
they were, doubtless, to their credit we 
find they tried to row to shore instead. 
Harder and harder they rowed, but the 
storm kept on against them. Finally they 
had to decide to throw Jonah into the 
sea, as he had asked. It was better for one 
man to die than for all of them to go 
down. 

Trembling, the sailors prayed, “O Lord, 
let us not perish because of this man and 
lay not this deed against us.” 

Then they picked up Jonah, and cast 
him into the sea. As he splashed into the 
water, great waves caught him and swept 
him away. That was the last the sailors 
saw of Jonah. 

The men did not enjoy doing that to 
Jonah, but they knew they had done the 
right thing. Suddenly the sea calmed 
down so that it was easy sailing. Thank- 
ing the Lord for saving their lives, the 
sailors made a sacrifice and made prom- 
ises to Him. 


+ JonAH had gone from sight, but he was 
not drowned. God had a large fish wait- 
ing and he swallowed Jonah. God loved 
his runaway prophet Jonah, so He let him 
stay in the big fish’s stomach three days 
and three nights. There are giant fish, we 
know, which could easily swallow a man. 

While he lay there, Jonah had time to 
think of his sins. He knew that he had 
disobeyed God, and deserved to be pun- 
ished. Also he knew that God was merci- 
ful, or He would have let the fish kill him. 

Jonah prayed while the fish thrashed 
up and down and about. He told the Lord 
that he would go to Nineveh. He wanted 
to obey the word of the Lord. 

Because God saw Jonah meant what he 
said, He would try him again. Speaking to 
the great fish, one of His own creations, 
the Lord told it to cast Jonah out on the 
dry land. Once more Jonah stood with his 
feet on the ground. How good the Lord is! 


+ THEN the Lord called Jonah the sec- 
ond time. “Arise, go to Nineveh, and 
preach to it the preaching that I give 
you.” 

Nineveh (now in northern Iraq) was 
such a large city that when Jonah finally 
got there, it would mean three days just 
to walk through it. Gladly. Jonah went as 
the Lord commanded and began to 
preach on the first day. 

“God says, forty days, and Nineveh 
shall be overthrown,” cried Jonah as he 
went through the streets. 

How good the Lord was to give the peo- 
ple forty days in which to repent or be 
sorry for their sins! The people listened 
carefully while Jonah preached the first 
day and “they believed God.” Even the 
king turned to God. When he saw all this 
turning to God, Jonah was not pleased. 
He wanted people to die all because he

+ Gop saw Nineveh was sorry. Not only 
had the people said they were sorry, but 
they stopped doing wickedness. The Lord 
knew that Nineveh had truly repented, 
so He did not destroy it. He loves to save 
and He does not destroy just to be doing 
it. 

“O Lord,” Jonah cried, “didn’t I know 
this when I was yet in my country? I 
knew that You are a gracious God, slow 
to anger, and of great kindness . . . Take 
my life from me, for it is better for me to 
die than to live.” He was looking glum 
and fretting, wasn’t he? 

The Lord could have grown very angry 
at Jonah, but He wanted to teach him the 
ways of the Lord, if he would only learn. 

“Are you doing well to be angry?” the 
Lord asked. 

Jonah took a walk out of the city and 
made a shelter of branches and sat down 
under it. There he sat. waiting to see 
what would become of Nineveh. Surely 
God would do something to those wicked 
people. Yes, he preached and they re- 
pented, but what would people say when 
nothing happened? The longer he sat, the 
hotter the sun got, but nothing else 
happened. 

Jonah grew very weary under the little 
shelter, and the leaves were curling up 
with the heat.

How glad we ought to be that God is 
more loving and forgiving than we are! 
Jonah should have been happy that God 
used him to make the people turn to 
God. END

the larger schools. This ought to result 
in better preparation on the part of the 
teacher, who will see more clearly his 
course as a whole and not as isolated 
lessons. 

(2) It would be possible to use text- 
books for both teacher and pupil. This 
should promote a more serious attitude 
on the part of the pupil, and make pos- 
sible home assignments, with greater 
probability that they will be carried out. 
For the more ambitious student, the wise 
teacher could point the way to additional 
study and research. 

(3) The plan is like an accordion. It 
could be readily adapted to almost any 
school. In the larger church with many 
available teachers, as many as eighteen 
or twenty subjects might be offered in 
any one semester. A small church could 
have an excellent Sunday school if there 
were teachers and classroom space for 
only four or five classes. 

Under this plan the Sunday school 
would become a school. An atmosphere 
congenial to serious study would develop. 
Of course the classes would have to be 
on a popular level—the Sunday school 
could not be turned into a theological 
seminary. Yet there would be room for

+ THe weakest point in the Sunday 
school should be its strongest. Capable, 
consecrated teachers are urgently needed. 
If the Sunday school is to do its job 
under this new plan, or any other plan, 
teachers must be trained. Most teachers 
will have to get their training right in 
the church or the community where they 
are. 

Teacher training is a major problem of 
Sunday schools everywhere, of every de- 
nomination. In many instances, Bible- 
believing churches in a given community 
can pool their resources and tackle this 
problem together. However it is done, 
the first victory to be won is to convince 
teachers, present and prospective, of 
their need for preparation. Certain mini- 
mum standards can be set for new teach- 
ers, and those now serving may be en- 
couraged to supplement their experience 
with study. Undoubtedly it will be diffi- 
cult, but how many churches have ever 
tried it? 

Some teacher training classes can be 
a part of the Sunday school curriculum, 
but those who are now teaching would 
be excluded from them. To reach these 
teachers and to allow opportunity for 
new teachers to obtain experience as 
helpers in the various departments, it 
will be necessary to seek another hour. 

If the church holds special classes for 
its teachers, the course of study ought 
to include classes in pedagogy, child 
study, educational psychology, basic Bible 
courses and the fundamentals of Chris- 
tian doctrine. The course offered by the 
Evangelical Teacher Training Associa- 
tion is fine for this purpose. Many de- 
nominations have excellent textbooks 
which can be used. 

As an absolute minimum, the church 
school could put into the hands of its 
teachers some of the fine books on the 
work of the Sunday school which are 
available. Just reading a good book 
ought to open the hearts and minds of 
teachers to the importance of better 
teaching.

This list could be extended almost in- 
definitely. A young person brought up in 
this type of Sunday school would have a 
real working knowledge of the Word of 
God. Some of the courses, such as Bible 
Survey and Life of Christ, could not be 
covered in less than two full semesters. 
Other themes could well be concluded in 
the shorter summer term. 

Extensive literature can doubtless be 
found for every one of the themes sug- 
gested above. In certain courses the slant 
would be that of the denomination, which 
would probably furnish suitable study 
materials. Were there sufficient demand, 
study booklets could be prepared especi- 
ally for the Sunday school courses. 


+ WiLL the church people of America 
receive this type of church school? I 
believe they will. If the plan is presented 
in an attractive way and developed by 
enthusiastic and consecrated teachers 
and administrators, it will satisfy the 
hunger which is in the hearts of thou- 
sands of earnest Christians to know the 
Word of God better. 

It is true that there will be many 
“fringe” Christians who will consider it 
a burden to give a few minutes more of 
their time and a little more of their 
energy to the study of the Bible. But 
even these will benefit, though they at- 
tend only one of the two Sunday morn- 
ing class periods. A little real study may 
whet the appetite for more. 

Recently two missionaries visited a 
Maya village in Mexico for the first time. 
The chief gathered the entire population. 
When the visitors tried to stop the meet- 
ing after several hours, thinking the lis- 
teners would be tired, the chief said: 
“You must not stop yet. You say this 
book is the Word of God. You must not 
stop until you have explained everything 
in the Book!”

corner tavern and use the bread money 
for beer. It may be lost in a friendly 
poker game, or he may splurge it on two 
season tickets to the Sunday evening 
hockey games. Not always, it is true, will 
Christians agree on just how their money 
should be spent; but through prayer and 
co-operation the joy of spending it to- 
gether will be a greater blessing in their 
lives. 

Two young people I know are on the 
verge Of a separation because of the 
husband’s practice—his only real vice— 
of betting on horse races. Otherwise he is 
morally upright, faithful, and a perfect 
helpmate, but the strain of making the 
wheels go around with what is left and 
the melting of savings to cover past 
losses is causing the break. The union 
worked fairly well until the children ar- 
rived, but now the need is greater and 
he has still not learned to curb his gam- 
bling urge. 


+ Ir is a serious matter, being unequal- 
ly yoked together, and it bears much 
thought on the part of anyone seeking 
to embark on that road. 

If the grief were to be borne entirely 
alone, the picture might be different. But 
what about the children? It is hard to 
take young people, especially boys, to 
church with you if Dad doesn’t go. Any 
boy would rather go fishing on Sunday 
with the hero of his life than sit through 
asermon. It is equally difficult to lead a 
young man to Christ if Dad doesn’t seem 
to need Him. The inference is that “re- 
ligion is for women.” 

The waywardness of parents leads the 
way for their imitative offspring. Can 
we blame them if they want to follow 
in Dad’s footsteps? If we have lost our 
pre-marriage zeal for Christ, can we 
force them into the path we thought so 
little of that we departed from it? 

I know a blessed Christian woman who 
has tried, and I would say very success- 
fully, to live a consistent life for Christ 
before her unsaved husband and three 
boys. Yes, she has succeeded in keeping 
her own testimony bright, but she has 
had to watch her husband continue his 
erring way and her boys, one by one, 
following him in it. She knows the truth, 
she has tried to live and teach it to 
them, but to date there has been no fruit. 
Her cross is great and her heart is often 
heavy. 
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+ Is it worth it—this disobedience? 

These examples may be few, but I ask 
you to recheck the unions of which you 
have personal knowledge. Which couples 
are the happiest? Which are living the 
fullest and best lives together? 

There is no thrill comparable to seeing 
two young people agree to love, honor, 
and cherish “till death do us part,” but 
the union that is based on the Rock 
Christ Jesus has the greater chance of 
survival. Two hearts united, beginning 
a rich, full life with the blessing ot 
heaven upon them, is one of the greatest 
experiences that can ever happen to you 
or me. 

Every girl wants the best life can offer 
her, and if she loves her Lord she’ll want 
to be of the most service to Him. So if 
we truly want God’s blessing on our mar- 
riage, let us be in tune with God and 
marry a man who loves and follows the 
Lord Jesus Christ. That’s the kind of 
man I want. END

the campaign than that they should 
ignore it. On the other hand, the extent 
to which support for the venture is 
growing, even in unexpected quarters, is 
evidence that prayer is being answered. 

For nearly two centuries, Britain has 
occupied a strategic position in regard 
to world evangelization and _ revival. 
Next to the United States, she still holds 


that position. That is Billy Graham’s 
conviction. In a message to his friends 
last autumn, he wrote: 


I am absolutely convinced that unless 
Britain has a spiritual revival, the 
entire Western world is in peril. Only 
a religious revival can give the English 
people the moral integrity and sta- 


bility to stand with us in the days to 
come. 
Millions in Britain are outside the 


church and have no religious convic- 
tions whatsoever. They must be 
reached for God—now. .. . The time 
has come for us to join hands spirit- 
ually. If the flame is ignited in London. 
it will sweep quickly across the British 
Isles, and we could be on the verge 
of the greatest revival in history. Many 
British leaders are convinced that if we 
see a religious awakening in London, 
it could well change the course of 
world history! 


+ BrITAIN’s spiritual need has long ex- 
ercised the minds of church leaders and 
laymen also. Even men such 
as the Jewish stateman Lord Samuel 
and the classical scholar Dr. Gilbert 
Murray have spoken solemnly of the 
moral decline from the days of our 
fathers. Multitudes seem well content to 
be outside what they are pleased to call 
“organized Christianity.” The gulf be- 
tween the church and a very large sec- 
tion of the population is not only wide, 
it is often deep 

Estimates vary as to the numbers that 
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can be said to have a clearly marked 
church connection. According to a care- 
ful survey about ten years ago, between 
10 and 15 per cent of the population 
were linked with a church of some kind. 
In addition, between 25 and 30 per cent 
were sufficiently interested to attend a 
church on special occasions. At least 
10 per cent of the people appeared openly 
hostile to the churches and even to 
Christianity, and the remainder could be 
written down as indifferent. 

These figures apply to England. In 
Scotland the statistics are somewhat bet- 
ter, although sufficiently disquieting to 
those who recall that country’s religious 
history and traditions. There the num- 
bers, including the Roman Catholics, 
claiming a church connection may be 
about the same ratio as in the United 
States. Taking Britain as a whole, it 
would not be safe to reckon that more 
than five million men and women are 
found inside a church building at least 
once on a Sunday. Some observers would 
say this is an overestimate. 

The drift from the churches is appar- 
ent among all sections of the com- 
munity, but it is most evident among 
the artisan class, and factory and trans- 
port workers. As one investigator re- 
marks: “It is a matter for grave concern 
when the most numerous class in the 
nation seems on the whole to be quite 
impervious to all efforts to bring it to 
worship God in the fellowship of the 
church.” 


+ Atonc with the falling off in church 
attendance, and largely in consequence 
of it, there is an astonishing ignorance 
of the elementary truths of the gospel 
among a large proportion of young peo- 
ple under thirty. Much of this ignor- 
ance has come to light through the 
inquiries of chaplains to the forces and 
leaders of boys’ clubs. Three out of five 
of those questioned did not know the 
names of the four Gospels. Only one 
boy out of thirty members of a club 
knew what happened on Good Friday. 
In one instance the majority of a large 
group of men had only the vaguest idea 
as to who Jesus Christ was. “A good 
man” was the usual answer; but when 
or where He lived, or even if He had 
lived at all, still less what He taught, 
few of them could say with confidence. 
A number of them had been to Sunday 
school, but what had been learned had 
seemingly been forgotten. 

Is it surprising that such widespread 
abandonment of religious profession has 
brought about a decline of moral stand- 
ards? Judges, magistrates, and the more 
responsible organs of the press are 
alarmed at the increase of juvenile de- 
linquency. Crimes of violence are on the 
increase and are committed for the most 
part by youths and young men. School 
teachers complain of the difficulty of 
convincing their young charges that ly- 
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ing and stealing are abominations, when 
all too often they are merely imitating 
their elders at home. Sexual laxity has 
spread alarmingly, and divorces have 
multiplied a hundredfold within a gen- 
eration. 


+ WHEN we come to analyze the causes 
of this decline, we must take account of 
the impact of two world wars upon the 
religious life of the country. It has had 
a disintegrating effect much greater than 
is often realized even by Christian peo- 
ple. It could hardly be otherwise when 
hundreds of thousands of young men 
were called into the fighting services; 
when the threat and later the actual 
experience of air raids on large towns 
all over the country dissolved Sunday 
schools in those towns; when hundreds 
of church buildings were destroyed or 
otherwise put out of action, and congre- 
gations were often reduced to a handful. 
It is taking a long time for many of 
these churches to rebuild their work. 

There are, of course, other factors 
which have contributed to this disturb- 
ing situation; some of them were opera- 
tive long before the last war. Increased 
facilities for pleasure on the Lord’s Day, 
especially sporting events, excursions, 
cinemas, dinner parties and gardening. 
To these must be added the unsettling 
effect of the teaching of Darwinian evo- 
lution, and the extreme modernistic the- 
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ories promulgated about the Bible and 
Christian beliefs. Although there has 
been a healthy reaction against much of 
this “downgrade,” and biblical theology 
is largely coming into its own again in 
our colleges, the idea is all too commonly 
held that “science” has made it impos- 
sible for the modern man to hold the 
religious beliefs of his forebears. Many 
think that the “parson” can no longer 
speak with the authority of “Thus saith 
the Lord,” and therefore are disinclined 
to attend his ministry. 

But when all the various excuses for 
non-churchgoing have been investigated, 
the real underlying reason remains—that 
men and women do not go to church 
because they are alienated from God 
through sin. If they go to church they 
will be reminded of their sins. One of 
our theological professors aptly summed 
up the situation recently when he pointed 
out that the real trouble is, “as the Bible 
insists, no mere deprivatio (deprivation) 
of God, but it is a depravatio (a de- 
pravity), positive rebellion, mutiny, hos- 
tility to God, a restless egoism, a perse- 
verance in idolatry by which man ever 
and again, under manifold disguises, puts 
himself on the altar and worships the 
creature.” 

We must beware, though, of making 
that fact an excuse for slackness in 
seeking and saving the lost. Two gen- 
erations ago Phillips Brooks warned 
preachers against excusing their lack of 
success in reaching the outsider on the 
ground of the “obstinate aversion which 
the age has to the preaching of the 
gospel.” He called it the “meanest and 
shallowest kind of excuse,” and he was 
surely right. 

We welcome Billy Graham to Britain 
wholeheartedly, and not the least be- 
cause he is always ready to “buy up the 
opportunity,” however evil the days may 
be. We ask our friends in the United 
States to ioin us in unceasing prayer for 
seasons of refreshing from the presence 
of the Lord. Enp

and then our Lord stoops to use Peter’s 
word, as if to say, “Do you love Me even 
a little bit?” Then we read that “Peter 
was grieved because he said unto him 
the third time, Lovest thou me?” (John 
21:17). 

Three times Peter had publicly denied 
the Lord. Three times he must publicly 
confess Him. His weeping outside the 
door had not been enough, for wrongs 
must be righted and restitution made. 
True repentance never seeks to hide it- 
self or spare itself, but welcomes the 
opportunity to make amends and right 
the wrongs. Repentance must be whole- 
hearted, sincere, willing to pay the price. 
And this is the only kind of repentance 
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that will bring restoration of fellowship. 

And then Jesus tells Peter what he 
must expect to pay, if he is to become a 
disciple again. When Peter had confessed 
three times, our Lord says: “Verily, verily, 
I say unto thee, When thou wast young, 
thou girdest thyself, and walkedst 
whither thou wouldest: but when thou 
shalt be old, thou shalt stretch forth thy 
hands, and another shall gird thee, and 
carry thee whither thou wouldest not. 
This spake he, signifying by what death 
he should glorify God. And when he had 
spoken this, he saith unto him, Follow 
me” (John 21:18,19). 

Follow Me! This was our Lord’s com- 
mand. “Follow Me again, Peter,” and as 
far as the Bible record goes, Peter never 
went fishing again. Instead, we see him 
a month later at Pentecost with the fire 
of God in his heart, and the flame of 
love in his eyes, preaching fearlessly this 
same Jesus whom he had denied, and 
three thousand precious souls were won 
for Christ. Peter never forgot that ex- 
perience and he never departed so far 
from the Lord again. 


+ Pernaps you are thinking, “If this is 
the price of discipleship, then does it 
really pay to follow the Lord Jesus 
Christ?” Thank God, we have the answer 
in the Scriptures. This question was also 
in the mind of Peter, and in Matthew 
19:28 the Lord Jesus answers: “Verily I 
say unto you, that ye which have followed 
me, in the regeneration when the Son of 
man shall sit in the throne of his glory, 
ye also shall sit upon twelve thrones, 
judging the twelve tribes of Israel.” 

Yes, there will be a wonderful reward, 
a hundred-fold, making up for anything 
we have sacrificed for Him here. And this 
does not only apply to Peter alone, but to 
everyone, for the Lord continues: “And 
everyone that hath forsaken houses, or 
brethren, or sisters, or father, or mother, 
or wife, or children, or lands, for my 
name’s sake, shall receive an hundred- 
fold, and shall inherit everlasting life” 
(John 19:29). 

Yes, indeed, it pays to serve the Lord. 
Service and discipleship will be rewarded 
one hundred-fold. We walk by faith now, 
but when He comes, we will look back and 
see that every sacrifice we have ever 
made for Him was not a sacrifice at all, 
but only an opportunity of gaining some- 
thing so much better, that we shall be 
ashamed that we have ever considered it 
to be a sacrifice. How beautifully this is 
expressed in that wonderful hymn: 


“It will be worth it all, 
‘When we see Jesus. 

Life’s trials seem so small, 
When we see Christ. 

One glimpse of His dear face 
All sorrow shall erase. 

So bravely run the race, 
’Til we see Christ.”

THE NEGRO COMMUNITY WITHIN 
AMERICAN PROTESTANTISM, 1619- 
1844, by Leonard L. Haynes, Jr. Chris- 
topher Publishing House, Boston. 264 
pages, $4.00. 

Here is a must book for pastors and 
Christian workers, and all people who have 
to do with civil and economic affairs. The 
problem of the right relation .between the 
white man and the Negro is a most serious 
one. Only by understanding and sympathy 
can friction be avoided. The author has 
done a fine piece of work in bringing to 
light the facts of history bearing on this 
problem. 

After the introduction, in which the 
problem is stated and its importance set 
forth, the thought of the author is pre- 
sented in two parts. Part I considers the 
fact of the Negro community within Amer- 
ican Protestantism. It embraces three chap- 
ters, dealing first with the beginning of the 
Negro community in America, the slavery 
in the American colonies, and the African 
religious background; second, the Prot- 
estant approach to the Negro community, 
and third. religion in the Negro community 
before 1200. Part II deals with the Negro 
community within the American Protestant 
community 1800 to 1844. In this is presented 
anti-slavery sentiment within the Amer- 
ican community 1800 to 1830, the Negro 
protest and the Protestant reply. The book 
closes with a summary and a conclusion. 

Excellent as this presentation is, the 
author fails to take note of what the Lord

It is not a book of doctrine or 
ee but a retrospective memoir of a

DAWN IN BANTULAND, by Amos Jerome 
White and Luella Graham White. 
Christopher Publishing House, Boston. 
297 pages, $3.50. 

A well-educated Negro educator collab- 
orates with his wife in writing a travelogue 
covering their term of service under the 
A.M.E. church in the Wilberforce Institute 
in South Africa. They were education 
missionaries, and suffered undue sacrifices 
to leave their native America and travel to 
and labor in the mission field of Bantuland. 

The book is written in a slightly quaint 
English rhetoric, somewhat reminiscent of 
effort to write in English while thinking 
in another language. The scholarly authors 
tend to verbosity and much of the material 
in the book is more fitted to private letters, 
as it concerns the names of numerous per- 
sonal friends and benefactors. Little in the 
book, we would say, is very closely perti- 
nent to the subject, Dawn in Bantuland. 

The author’s attitude to the experiences 
he endured as a traveling Negro on 
oceanic liners is patient and evinces very 
little bitterness. His desire for the equality 
of the races in South Africa is expressed 
in restrained language. There is little that 
is evangelical in the book and we would 
judge the author to be an enthusiastic sup- 
porter of the social gospel. 

Numerous mistakes creep into the narra- 
tive, such as the calling of British police- 
men “Tommies” instead of “Bobbies” (the 
former refers to soldiers); mention of 
Aggrey as a great South African when he 
was a noted West African by birth and 
occupation; reference to the spouting 
whales on the south Atlantic as porpoises 
(which don’t spout water), and so on. 
Perhaps the average reader will not notice 
these matters, but we feel all such mar 
the book. 

Essentially it presents the theologically 
liberal viewpoint with respect to the prob- 
lem of evangelizing Africa, and gives an 
American Negro’s outlook on the need of 
South African Negroes. A. M. D. 


PHILOSOPHERS SPEAK OF GOD, edited 
by Charles Hartshorne and William L. 
Reese. University of Chicago Press, 
Chicago. 535 pages, $7.50. 

While probably far beyond the depth of 
the average reader, this volume should 
prove to be of great interest and profit to 
all who are vitally concerned with prob- 
lems pertaining to the field of philosophical 
theism. As suggested by the title, the book 
consists of a presentation and critical ap- 
praisal of the views of God entertained by 
the greatest and most influential philoso- 
phers from the earliest days down to mod- 
ern times. The theistic positions of these 
thinkers are set forth in generous passages 
from their own writings, and then are sub- 
jected one by one to the searching and 
highly competent criticisms of the editors. 
In sheer bulk the analyses probably con- 
stitute about a third of the volume. The 
editors themselves are avowedly theistic 
personalists in their own convictions. How- 
ever, their basic point of view (panenthe- 
ism) is far removed in some of its main 
features from what we associate with 
Christian theism, as will be seen from the 
following quotation: “We must say some- 
thing like this: God is a being whose ver- 
satility of becoming is unlimited, whose 
potentialities of content embrace all pos- 


sibilities, whose sensitive responsiveness 
surpasses that of all other individuals, 
actual or possible.” C.8. 8.

This view stresses moral and spiritual re- 
sponsibility, so often neglected by today’s 
Sciences, especially psychology and so- 
ciology. 

The author outlines the fundamental 
principles of psychology: laws of associa- 
tions of ideas, reflex, habit, and character, 
the nervous system, instincts and emotions, 
intelligence and personality, individual 
types, and the human self. Then he dis- 
cusses mental operations: perception, atten- 
tion, memory, and reason. He makes a 
further inquiry into belief, learning, leader- 
ship, society, the individual and his world. 
Finally, he presents a brief word about 
psychoanalysis and psychiatry. 

Although this book is not distinctively 
Christian, the reviewer feels that the point 
of view is closer to the Christian position 
than many others on the same subject. The 
author, in his emphasis on moral respon- 
sibility in the individual, opens the door 
for Christian teaching about sin, salvation, 
and progressive sanctification, “growth in 

race and in the knowledge of the Saviour

HOW TO GET A HUSBAND and HOW TO 
PICK A WIFE, by William W. Orr. 
Van Kampen Press, Wheaton, Ill. 32 
pages, 25c each. 

Deep down in his heart the reviewer 
found that the whole tenor of the teaching 
of these two booklets struck a responsive 
chord. With growing sons and daughters 
of his own in need of just what this author 
has produced, he feels other parents will 
be glad such books as these have been 
written and published. 

More than twenty booklets of this size 
and price have been produced by this 
author and publisher. Each of them is 
readable by —. and what we might say 
in general about one is applicable to all. 
Each book has a colorful paper cover and 
the pages of print are attractive, usually 
headed by a catchy phrase which titles the 
subject matter to be found immediately 
underneath. Moreover, almost without ex- 
ception, each page is a unit of thought in 
itself, only occasionally overflowing on and 
through the next page. 

As to the subjects in these two books, 
they are treated scripturally and out of the 
experience of a man of God, himself a 
father. These books are only for Chris- 
tianms, and readers are advised of their 
need of becoming such. Humor delicately 
pervades the pages. Sound scriptural ex- 
position is intermingled with the highly 
practical advice of a man of wisdom. 

To the girls, the author addresses him- 
self in his page titles thus: “I’m serious 
. . . It’s perfectly normal . . . God is in- 
terested too ... Your choice is limited ... 
But please don’t rush . . . The very first 
requisite . . . Suppose you’re not beautiful 
. . . There’s inner beauty, too .. . Let's 
check up on your appearance ... Do you 
dress like a girl? Are you a good risk? 
How’s your home behavior? . . . your finan- 
cial habits? . . . your attitude about home? 
A few secrets about men ... Appear in the 
right places . . . Always be friendly . . . 
Never be cheap”—and so on! The book to 
boys follows a similar pattern. Both deal 
with the question of attracting the other 
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sex, and the one book is the complement of 
the other. 

Pastors and parents will find these books 
personally helpful, and the youth of our 
Christian homes and churches will profit 
eternally from knowing these things.

DOCTOR WOMAN OF THE CUMBER- 
LANDS, by May Cravath Wharton. Up- 
aaa Pleasant Hill 3, Tenn. 208 pages, 

In this book a medical doctor tells the 
story of her medical call to live and work 
among the poor people of Pleasant Hill, 
Tenn., when she was a woman of some 
forty-five years of age. The commenda- 
tory aspect of her life lies in her response 
to the social need she saw, undertaking 
this new work, with its attendant difficul- 
ties, despite the advice of her friends, who 
solicitously suggested that she ought to 
look for a safer harbor at her age. 

Dr. Wharton found her new life’s work 
both exciting and vividly interesting. She 
starts her story with a description of her 
arrival at a small wayside railway station, 
from which she was conveyed in an ancient 
Ford to Pleasant Hill Academy, where her 
husband was principal, besides pastoring a 
nearby Congregational church. When he 
died, she carried on at the school and in 
the community, as the only doctor. 

The story is interestingly told, very well 
written indeed, but wholly of a humani- 
tarian nature. It is not a missionary story 
in the sense in which evangelicals view 
missions. Nevertheless, it is a good auto- 
biography with a strong humanitarian 
appeal. A. M.D.

manship, so that visitors come from far and 
wide to admire the amazing little sanc- 
tuary. The book is well written and beau- 
tifully illustrated with colored plates and 
detailed pencil drawings.

A nicely bound 
pocket-sized book containing 40 brief devo- 
tional readings dealing with practical points 
for daily living. 


TWO WOMEN AND A WAR, by Grete 
Paquin and Renate Hagen. Muhlenberg 
Press, Philadelphia. 233 pages, $3.00. This 
is the diary of two German women showing 
the way World War II affected their lives 
and those of their families. Conditions 
within Germany little known to the outside 
world are revealed, but the horrors of war 
are not mentioned except by inference.

The story of 
Jesus, not as given in the record of Holy 
Scripture, but as watered down and 
strained out by the critics—a brief, modern 
edition of Renan, the French infidel. The 
miraculous is carefully strained off, being 
attributed to legend. The smoothness with 
which the virgin birth, the essential deity, 
and the resurrection of Christ are disposed 
of is indeed a marvel. The thought of these 
concepts being proclaimed from the pulpit 
so long graced by the glorious evangelical 
ministry of Phillips Brooks casts a gloom 
over one’s soul. 


JEHOVAH OF THE WATCHTOWER, by 
Walter R. Martin and Norman H. Klann. 
Biblical Truth Publishing Society, Inc., 
New York. 125 pages, $1.75. The authors 
have sought to trace the development of 
the Jehovah’s Witness movement from its 
very beginning and have effectively refuted 
from the Scripture its false teachings and 
methods.

Because You Smiied at Me and It Is No 


Secret (Rainbow Record 2113; 78 rpm). 
These two tenor solos are nicely sung by 
Bill Mann, who has an excellent voice and 
good diction. The first number is a pretty 
religious song concerning one person who 
has given a smile and a helping hand to 
another. There is no distinctive Christian 
message. The second song has attained 
great popularity in past months. It is one 
of the more pleasing songs of the western 
type with a message that is true as far as 
it goes. Again, however, there is no men- 
tion of Christ or of distinctive Christian 
truth. Organ and piano accompaniments 
are excellent in both numbers. 

It Took a Miracle and The Love of God 
(Rainbow Record 2117; 78 rpm). Excel- 
lent rendition by Tenor Bill Mann of two 
fairly recent gospel songs of real merit. 
The music is attractive and the messages 
clear and scriptural. Organ and piano 
accompaniments are well done. 

Beyond the Hills of Time and The Lord’s 
Prayer (Rainbow Record 2119; 78 rpm). 
First selection is a new three-verse gospel 
song by A. H. Ackley, speaking of the 
blessedness awaiting us in the future with 
the Lord. The song is melodious, the poetry 
good and the scriptural message fairly 
strong. Second number is the familiar and 
popular religious art song by Malotte. Both 
are nicely handled by Tenor Bill Mann, 
with good organ and piano accompani- 
ments. 

I’d Rather Have Jesus and His Eye is on 
the Sparrow (Rainbow Record 513; 78 rpm). 
Ruth Rodeheaver Thomas sings Beverly 
Shea’s popular gospel song on one side of 
this record and an older and well-liked 
selection on the other. Both selections have 
organ and piano accompaniment, which on 
the first side especially is sometimes a bit 
murky and blurred. The organ seems too 
heavy for the voice of the soloist. 

Because You Smiled at Me and Give Me 
a Song (Rainbow Record 515; 78 rpm). An- 
other record by Soprano Ruth Rodeheaver 
Thomas, of about the same quality as that 
described above. The selections are tune- 
ful songs of the ballet type, but lacking in 
a distinctively Christian message.

British Government Honors Institute Graduate 


WENTY-EIGHT years ago a timid girl left Moody Bible Institute for Nigeria, a 
" [tropical land of cacao, peanuts, palm oil and lepers. In that British West Afri- 

can country, three times the size of England, 500,000 lepers roamed at will. To 
these suffering people Esther H. Anderson went with medical knowledge gained 
through her studies at MBI and a determination to do a work for her Lord. 

In 1926 when Miss Anderson arrived on the S.I.M. field in Nigeria, the late Dr. 
Andrew P. Stirrett was known by the Hausa people as Bature Mai Nagone—the 
white doctor. Under him Miss Anderson received final instruction before setting 
out into the bush to establish her own clinic near Minna. 

“Those early days were hard,” says Miss Anderson. “Often the patient died before 
we could properly diagnose the sickness.” 

However, each year the work grew; more and more patients were treated, many 
were made well. The government took notice, and last year Miss Anderson was made 
an honorary member of the Order of the British Empire. In a formal ceremony 
before a small group of missionaries and government people, Miss Anderson was 
given a medal by the Lieutenant Governor of the province, and on her return to 
the States she received an inscribed parchment signed by the Queen of England. 

Speaking recently to students at MBI, Miss Anderson said, “The only training I 
have is what I received at Moody. Don’t forget there is no school like this.” 


Dies on Tibetan Frontier 


Former student Marjorie Smiley met sudden death on De- 
cember 22, 1953, after falling into the Gori Ganga River in 
northern India. 

Miss Smiley had been on the field (Evangelical Alliance) 
only six weeks, and her coming was an answer to prayer. A 
graduate nurse, she had been one of the few to receive a visa 
for India. According to Dr. Bradford E. Steiner, Miss Smiley 
was crowded off the path by her horse. She lost her footing 
and fell fifty feet into the swift-flowing river. Dr. Steiner re- 
covered the body and applied artificial respiration for two 
hours, but it was of no avail. 

“While it seems strange that the life of this young servant of the Lord should be 
terminated so soon,” declares Vernon Mortenson, assistant general director of 
TEAM, “we have confidence that the Lord will somehow allow this to further His 
purposes for the evangelization of the Tibetan frontier.”

Mr. Hunter with the Lord 


John H. Hunter, first assistant super- 
intendent of MBI and first director of 
Evening School, died at his Salinas, 
Calif., home on Thanksgiving Day. 

Immediately following his student days 
here (1894 to 1896) Mr. Hunter served 
as a Bible teacher, in addition to his 
administrative responsibilities, until 1911. 
Later he became a faculty member at 
the Bible Institute of Los Angeles, and 
was a pastor in Pacific Grove, Calif. For 
the past two years he had lived with his 
daughter, Mrs. C. D. Godsey, and had 
been in failing health most of the time. 

Last Apri] the Moody Chorale gave a 
concert in Salinas.

ASKETBALL is big at Wheaton College. 
Every season is eagerly anticipated 
by students, faculty, staff and towns- 
people, who buy out all season tickets 

in advance of the first game. Every 
home contest is witnessed by an enthusi- 
astic crowd that leaves one with the 
impression that the particular game he 
is watching is “the’’ game of the season. 
And every year, it seems, the quality of 
the team improves and tougher compe- 
tition is scheduled. 

One of the “big” reasons for the con- 
tinued popularity of the sport in recent 
years is six feet eight inches of fellow 
named Norman Pott. Long Norm is a 
three year varsity center and this sea- 
son’s team captain. 

Even in the few games of this year’s 
schedule that have been played, Pott 
has demonstrated why he and basket- 
ball are favorites. Against Great Lakes, 
billed as one of the top service teams in 
the country which features many big 
time all-stars of former years, Norm 
scored 32 points and preserved a team 
victory by sinking six consecutive free 
throws in the dying minutes of the 
game. Against Valparaiso University of 
Indiana, the towering center from Sum- 
mit, N.J., hit on two free throws in the 
last three seconds to knot the score. 

In the first College Conference of Illi- 
nois game against a consistent cham- 
pionship contender, Pott led the team to 
overcoming a 13 point lead in the fourth 
quarter. Forty seconds before the final 
whistle he scored his twenty-first and 
twenty-second points with a long left- 
handed hook. This shot paved the way 
for a one-point victory when a Crusader 
guard hit from the foul line half a 
minute later. 


+ THESE early season performances 
give some indication of Pott’s competitive 
spirit, ability and value to the team. 
But this is not the whole story. Last 
season Norm led his team in scoring and 
was second highest in the conference 
with a thirty-point average per game. 
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Norman Pott 


He had the highest shooting percentage 
both in field goals and free throws. 
Besides being selected for all-confer- 
ence honor, Norm was given All-America 
honorable mention by the Converse bas- 
ketball magazine. This selection is made 
by 500 coaches from all over the country 
who single out about 200 players for 
All-America and honorable mention dis- 
tinction. 

From a grandstand point of view, 
Norm is a player that is always pleasing 
to watch. At almost any time he may 
come up with a left or right-handed 
hook, a jump shot or lay-ups and tip-ins 
from a variety of unorthodox positions. 

At the same time, Norm is definitely 
a team man. As often as not, he will 
hand off to a teammate who is in a 
possible scoring position. He is a hard 
worker on defense, and has been respon- 
sible for holding many opposing stars to 
their low output for a season. 

He is likewise the kind of player that 
coaches go for. He can usually be 
counted on to come through under pres- 
sure or when the normal tendency would 
be to let down. 

Norm’s success as a college basketball 
player is truly outstanding, and even 
more so since he played only a little in 
high school. A knee injury in football 
prevented him from playing at all in 
his senior year. 


+ But basketball is not the only thing 
in which he is successful—nor is it his 
only goal in ‘life. More than anything, 
Norm wants to live a life that is pleasing 
to the Saviour. As team captain, he fre- 
quently meets with the coach for prayer, 
asking that through victory or defeat 
the team might bear an effective testi- 
mony for Christ. He is recognized as 
spiritual leader of the team, and on 
campus he is known for his consistent 
walk with the Lord. 

Along this line, his work with high 
school students deserves special note. 
Frequently Norm can be found at the 
athletic contests and other affairs of a

Hello friends, 

Sorry we missed getting together last 
month, but after reading what I had 
written, I decided I did not have enough 
“proof” for my case.

TELL, they did it! Remember reading 
in the January YOuTH SUPPLEMENT 
(Teen-agers Tackle the Impossible) 
about the group of teen-agers from 

Memphis, Tenn., who went out on a limb 
and rented the city auditorium for a six- 
days’ series of post-Christmas special 
meetings? Even some of their best friends 
shook their heads at such a plan. Holi- 
day week was no time for special meet- 
ings. Where would the money come 
from—the auditorium alone would cost 
$125 a day. How could they get teen- 
agers to come to a religious service when 
their minds and schedules were full of 
parties and good times? And so the reac- 
tions went, but so far as the Teen-agers 
for Christ group was concerned it was 
all like water off the duck’s back, for 
members felt led of God to hold a post- 
Christmas evangelistic campaign. It was 
as simple as that. 

But the teen-agers did more than 
pray—though they consider prayer of 
the utmost importance. They worked 
and sweated for weeks getting literature 
out to the high schools . making 
signs . . . contacting pastors ... and 
saving nickels and dimes to help pay 
the expenses. 

When the doors of the auditorium 
opened on the evening of December 29 
the teen-agers were ready. There were 
attractive signs inside the auditorium 
and outside .. . the choir of ninety teen- 
agers was tuned up .. . speaker Don 
Johnson was ready, and there was even 
a message from the White House! 

Signed by Herman Adams, assistant 
to Dwight Eisenhower, the letter assured 
the group: “The President hopes great 
success will crown your efforts to get 
teen-agers to work together on a posi- 
tive plan. You and your associates have 
his best wishes.” There were letters of 
encouragement from many states and 
from Canada and Mexico. 

From the very first meeting it was 
evident that the teen-agers had not been 
wrong when they believed God had led 
them in their plans. The presence of 
Christ was felt, and teen-agers and 
adults made decisions for Christ. 

When the invitation was given during 
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confers with associates before meeting. 


the New Year’s Eve meeting, an un- 
scheduled speaker spoke into the mike. 
He was eighteen years old and he was 
weeping. 

“Could you love your father after he’d 
walked out on you and on Christ?” he 
choked. “Well, I do ...I want every 
Christian here, every teen-ager, to pray 
with me that my father will find Jesus 
before it’s too late .. . I don’t want to 
be in heaven without him... .” 

By this time nearly everyone in the 
crowd of 900 was weeping too.

HERE are probably few teen-agers who 

are enjoying life as 16-year-old 

Wilma Welch of Butler, Mo. Day and 

night she is busy doing things. Some- 
times it is horseback riding . . . or hiking 
> . or just going places and seeing 
things. Her evenings are spent planning 
and organizing the young people’s group 
in her church. There seems to be a tense 
desire about Wilma to get things done 
and to get them done now. There is a 
reason for this unusual activity in one so 
young—an important reason. By the time 
Wilma reaches twenty-five she will in all 
probability be totally blind and she 
knows it. 

Wilma is one of six children who live 
with their parents on a very modest 
farm. When she was in the first grade at 
school she wondered why she couldn’t 
see the things the other children saw. 
When she was eight she and a brother 
were taken to a doctor. Their mother was 
told that both children would be totally 
blind before their twenty-fifth birthdays. 
During the years that have followed, 
thirteen doctors have been consulted and 
all agree that nothing can be done, and 
the children have been told the truth. 

Until a little more than three years ago, 
the future was dark for Wilma. She 
never said much about it, but an in- 
describable fear was with her constantly. 
Then one day her teacher at school asked 
her if she would like to go to a camp

In my high school science class the teacher 
gave pretty convincing proof that man has 
existed for 500,000 years or more. | have been 
taught that the Bible indicates that man is 
not more than 6,000 years old. How can | 
answer my professor? Is it merely a matter 
of faith in spite of the scientific evidence? 


Jour question hits on a very real prob- 
lem. Young people that have been 
brought up in this age in which science 
has tremendous prestige cannot have too 
high an opinion of the Bible if science 
can show that it is full of errors. It is 
important that we have adequate an- 
swers to give to our friends and teachers 
if we are to impress them with the gospel. 
In answering the question, perhaps we 
should set up a general rule for handling 
apparent contradictions between the

during the summer, and explained that 
she would have to learn 500 Bible verses 
in order to go. 

Wilma tackled the memory work with 
real determination and, in spite of the 
handicap of poor eyes, won the battle 
and attended the camp held by the Rural 
Bible Crusade—an organization that in- 
spires thousands of young people yearly 
to memorize Scripture. From that time on 
Wilma has had perfeot confidence that 
her future is in God’s hands, and be- 
lieves that He will use her in spite of her 
affliction. 

But life has not been easy for the little 
family on the farm. At the present time, 
in addition to Wilma and her brother 
facing tota] blindness, another brother 
has rheumatic fever, a sister has a brain 
tumor, and the mother has undergone an 
operation for cancer with little hope of 
recovery. For two seasons drought has 
ruined the small crops, so, humanly 
speaking, Wilma would seem to have 
nothing but sorrow and trouble. But she 
is radiantly happy and knows that some- 
how God will make it come out right. 
Since her own salvation, a brother has 
been led to the Lord, and Wilma’s whole 
family has been affected by her life. 

Her home church (Pleasant Homes 
Baptist) has also seen the results of 
Wilma’s enthusiastic fervor. She returned 
from the camp to put real life and action 
into the young people, and has since 





worked as song leader, group captain, and 
filled any capacity possible to make the 
young people see that the Christian life 
pays off in the things that count. 
Wilma’s desire for the future is to be 
used of God in helping others who are 
handicapped. She would like to go into 
hospitals and type letters for soldiers who 
cannot write for themselves, and she is 
very much interested in being used in 
some way to help teen-agers. So the pros- 
pect of total blindness to Wilma is simply 
an assignment from the Lord for specific 
service for Him. - END 








Bible and science. In the first place, we 
should check the scientific evidence. Is it 
based on fact or is it merely a theory? Is 
the evidence conclusive and not subject 
to change when other sources are made 
available? It may not always be easy to 
determine the answers to these questions, 
but at least they can be brought up to the 
teacher. Also, some of the fine books on 
science by Christian men will be of help. 

Secondly, we should check the Scrip- 
tures to see exactly what they say. Is the 
scientific evidence against what the Bible 
actually says, or does it merely contradict 
a popular belief that the Bible will not 
strictly uphold? It is as wrong to make 
the Bible say more than it actually does, 
as it is to detract from it. 

Let us see, then, what the Bible and 
science have to say about this question. 
Many anthropologists will say that man 
goes back about 500,000 years. But with 
such methods of measurement as they 
use, most will admit that this date may 
be off as much as 100,000 years in one 
direction or another. Those who rely on 
the Carbon 14 method say that man has 
existed in Europe and America for a 
much shorter period, but for longer than 
the 6,000 years inferred by dates often 
assigned to Bible events. 

When we look at the Bible we find, of 
course, that it nowhere states the date 
of man’s creation. The date 4004 B.C. 
that is in many marginal notes of Bibles 
was arrived at by tracing through lists of 
genealogies that go back to Adam. More 
recent study of the Bible by scholars has 
shown, however, that when the gene-

alogies of the Old and New Testaments 
are compared, there are some names in 
one list that are not in the other. Though 
all do not agree, this would seem to indi- 
cate that there are gaps in the lists and 
that they are not intended to give a com- 
plete record of every descendant. Many 
Bible authorities would now say that the 
gaps in the genealogies leave room for 
the age of man to be set forward con- 
siderably. In this instance, then, there is 
no real contradiction.

Solomon's Secret

It was written down for you 


JHaT would you do if you were the 

j/richest person in all the world? If 

you were also a king with power to 

do anything you pleased? Whatever 
your answer might be, the final result of 
your decision is recorded for you in 
advance! 

Solomon was wiser than any other man 
who ever lived, and richer than any other 
king (I Kings 3:12, 13). He was able to 
do what many young people have wished 
they could do—try everything life can 
possibly offer. He said, “Whatsoever mine 
eyes desired I kept not from them, I 
withheld not my heart from any joy.” 

After experimenting with one thing 
after another, he wrote the results of his 
survey for the help of young people who 
would live after him. The name of the 
book describing his experience is Eccle- 
siastes. Not many young people realize 
that this neglected Old Testament book 
contains some of the most important 
messages for youth ever written. 

We need look at only fourteen verses 
to find listed practically everything 
which engages the attention of people in 
every generation (Eccl. 1:16-2:11). 

Solomon realized his need for an edu- 
cation, so he wrote, “I gave my heart to 
know wisdom” (1:17). Education today 
demands more of the time of young peo- 
ple than ever before in history. In their 
eager thirst for wisdom and knowledge, 
some think they are dealing with the 
supreme source of lifelong satisfaction. 
Yet we know that suicides and criminals 
are found among college graduates. We 
need more than education. Solomon, 
wiser than we, discovered that “in much 
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three thousand years ago by a man 


who had all you probably hope for 


wisdom is much grief.” 

Perhaps pleasure was the secret of 
happiness. Surely a man with the wealth 
and power of Israel’s great king was in 
a position to find the fullest measure of 
enjoyment by tasting of every form of 
entertainment the world could offer. The 
record he left us reveals that there was 
a time when he decided to “enjoy pleas- 
ure” (2:1), but his conclusion was, “This 
also is vanity.” That is, the pursuit of 
pleasure was found to result in empti- 
ness. What did laughter and mirth ac- 


‘ complish? Nothing to satisfy his heart 


for long. 


+ ONE ought not to be surprised, in these 
days when everyone can see the evil re- 
sults of the use of wine, to learn what 
this kingly wise man thought about the 
subject. The claims of the ancient 
equivalent of our modern glamorous wine 
advertising raised the question, can I 
“cheer my flesh with wine”? (2:3, A.S.V.). 
The answer: this too was futile, and 
wearying to the spirit (2:11). Afterward 
Solomon wrote the powerful warnings 
against wine which appear in the book 
of Proverbs. “At the last it biteth like 
a serpent, and stingeth like an adder” 
(Prov. 23:31, 32). 

Is there permanent heart satisfaction 
in business, or architecture, or farming, 
or fruit orchards, or forestry, or ranch- 
ing? Are people happier when they have 
servants to do all their work for them? 
Do collectors of gold, silver and other 
treasures long enjoy what they have 
gathered? Is there abiding peace of mind 
in fine vocal or orchestral music? All

these are mentioned (2:4-8), but not one 
of them really satisfied this searcher 
after the highest good. After a time they 
lost their charm. Something was miss- 
ing. Solomon even came to hate life 
(2:17). 

Of course, this wonderful book of 
Ecclesiastes is not to be understood as 
teaching that there is anything neces- 
sarily evil in education, pleasure, busi- 
ness, the fine arts or music. God has 
given to all who trust Him “richly all 
things to enjoy” (I Tim. 6:17). Our wise 
man wrote, “Rejoice, O young man, in 
thy youth; and let thy heart cheer thee 
in the days of thy youth .. . but know 
thou, that for all these things God will 
bring thee into judgment” (11:9). 


+ Wuart is the great secret this book re- 
veals to us? Look at the opening and 
closing phrases of the verses we have 
been examining, for something pointing 
to the answer. While experimenting with 
life, Solomon “communed with his own 
heart,” about things “under the sun.” In 
communing with his own heart, he was 
leaving God out. In looking about him 
under the sun, he failed to think of the 
throne of God above the sun. Later he 
learned to commune with the Lord, to 
remember His throne in the heavens. 
Then he was able to write a final con- 
clusion to the whole matter. 
“Remember now thy Creator in the 
Fear God, and 
keep his commandments: for this is the 
whole duty of man” (12:1,13). Nothing 
in the world can long satisfy the young 
person who forgets God. He who seeks 
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education, or pleasure or anything else, 
as his sole aim in life is actually only 
half alive! Drop out the word “duty” 
from verse 13 (italicized because it does 
not appear in the original language) , and 
it reads, “this is the whole of man.” We 
must fear God and obey Him, if we 
would really live. 

What does it mean to fear God? The 
answer is found in Deuteronomy 31:11- 
13. God instructed the people of Israel 
to gather together to hear His Word, to 
learn it, to fear Him, and to obey. Hear- 
ing and learning the Word lead to godly 
fear and obedience. Fearing God is that 
attitude toward the Bible which leads us 
to obey Him. In the New Testament we 
are told that faith comes by hearing the 
Word (Rom. 10:17). The fear of God in 
the Old Testament is therefore akin to 
faith in the New, an attitude of heart 
based on what God has been pleased to 
reveal. 

Therefore, Solomon’s wise conclusion, 
the result of a life of trial and error with 
everything life offers, is simply, “trust 
and obey.” The old hymn says, “There 
is no other way to be happy in Jesus, but 
to trust and obey.” When we trust in 
Him, or exercise true faith in Him, we 
live in the fear of God, and we obey Him. 
He grants our prayer requests when “we 
keep his commandments, and do those 
things that are pleasing in his sight” 
(I John 3:22). 

No wonder Solomon said that fear and 
obedience are the whole of man! If you 
want to live a whole life of true com- 
pleteness, with every desire of your heart 
fulfilled, then follow the advice of earth’s 
wisest man. Fear God and keep His com- 
mandments. END

in either field might give more light on 
the subject. 

In thinking about science and the 
Bible, it must be remembered that the 
Bible is not a text on science. We cannot 
come to it and expect it to be loaded 
with scientific information. At the same 
time, when it does make a statement 
that has scientific implications, we can 
expect it to be accurate. 

A sane view must be taken of science 
as well. Fifty years ago there were many 
apparent contradictions between science 
and the Bible. But science is constantly 
changing and hardly any of these remain 
now. For instance, the statement in 
II Peter 3:’° that the elements will melt 
with ferv_-aot heat at one time was con- 
sidered absurd. Development of atomic 
weapons shows the reasonableness of 
such a statement. 

Though apparent contradictions may 
appear from time to time, we can be 
assured that the Author of the universe 
and the Author of the Bible are the same 
Person. Naturally they will agree. Enp
